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Family’s marathon tribute 
for street stabbing victim 

Cousin Sarah-Jayne leading team raising funds for London Ambulance Service

A HARLOW woman is running a 
marathon in memory of her cous¬ 
in who was stabbed to death out¬ 
side a bar. 

Sarah-Jayne Donaghey said 
that without the vital work of the 
London Ambulance Service, her 
and her family would have not 
said goodbye to her cousin. 

Jonathon “JJ” McPhillips was 
just 28-years-old when he was 
stabbed near a London bar in 
February 2017. 

The father-of-two, who worked 
at The Sun pub in Waltham Abbey, 
was on Upper Street in Islington 
when he suffered the fatal 
wound. 

He staggered 200 yards along 
the street before collapsing out¬ 
side Be At One bar at around 
midnight on February 25. 

Michael Dyra, 22, of Hoxton 
appeared at Highbury Corner 
Magistrates’ Court on Friday, Feb¬ 
ruary 9 and was charged with 
Jonathan’s murder and grievous 
bodily harm with intent, violent 
disorder and possession of an 
offensive weapon. He was 
remanded in custody to await a 
Crown Court trial. 

“The London Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice were there within minutes,” 
Sarah-Jayne said. “They had to 
perform an open-heart massage 
on the side of the road. 

“We lost him in the end, but we 
got to spend an extra four days 
with him thanks to them.” 

JJ’s mother, Michelle, had to 
make the heartbreaking decision 
to turn off the life support 
machine when she learned he 
would be brain-dead. 

“He was the kindest, deepest- 
hearted person you would every 
meet,” Michelle said. 

“I’ve had people coming to my 
mum’s house every day just say¬ 
ing how he helped them. It was 
just simple things like holding 
doors open or carrying their shop¬ 
ping. He was just that kind of 
person. He had his own children 


and that changed his personality, 
he really matured. I was so proud 
of JJ as a father. It really made 
him the man he was. His daugh¬ 
ters were the apples of his eye. He 
just doted on them. He did 
everything for them, they were 
definitely the boss and told daddy 
what to do.” 

Just over one year on from the 
tragic incident, Sarah-Jayne is 
taking on the Brighton Marathon, 
raising money for the London 
Ambulance Service. 

“We were close growing up,” 
she said. “His two girls, Lexi who 
is five and Evie who is three, were 
the apples of his eye. 

Humble 

“He was so humble and nothing 
was ever too much for him. He 
was always someone you could 
depend on. In those few days in 
the hospital, we all came together. 
We have family from all over the 
place so it was a chance for every¬ 
one to get there in time.” 

With the 26.2 mile run on 


Sunday (April, 15), the 26-year-old 
from Staple Tye reflected on her 
journey so far. 

“My uncle Gary and cousin 
James are running it with me,” 
she said. 

“We’ve done a couple of half 
marathons and lOk’s together and 
it’s been quite emotional getting 
over the finish line. I’m feeling a 
mix of emotions about it. I’m 
nervous because it’s a long way to 
go but I know that no matter what 
happens I will push through 
because of the reason why I’m 
doing it.” 

The Brighton 10k is also being 
held on the same weekend, with 
Sarah-Jayne’s mum Sharon, sis¬ 
ter Nicole and cousin’s partner 
Christine also taking part. 

Sharon said: “The London 
Ambulance Service kept him 
alive by doing open heart massage 
at the side of the road and gave our 
family time to say goodbye.” 

The family have set up a Just-

Scenes of frustration at airport as delays cause

THOUSANDS of travellers were 
caught up in delays that caused 
“carnage” at Stansted Airport. 

A number of flights due to 
arrive at the popular Essex air¬ 
port on Monday night were 
delayed by at least two to three 
hours before taking off. 

It appears they eventually 
arrived in the early hours of the 
morning, but left skeleton staff 
struggling to cope with demand, 
the Mirror reports. 

Frustrated passengers told of 
having no stairs available for 
them to get off the plane, only four 
or five staff at passport control 
with the e-passport gates not 
open. 


They then said they had to wait 
hours for bags to appear, with 
some saying they gave up and 
went home. 

Among the angry customers 
was James Stringer who tweeted: 
“So it appears Ryanair & 
STN_Airport are in competition 
on who can ruin my evening the 
most. 

“Ryanair’s opening move: a 2 
hour delay. Stn’s move: no stairs 
available to disembark.” 

Expecting 

“Currently 30 mins & still not 
stairs. Not like their weren’t 
expecting us! Updates to follow.” 

Radu Potop tweeted a picture of 
the huge queues adding: “There’s 
currently a queue of almost 1,000 
people at Stansted airport, with 


huge delays at take off and at 
baggage reclaim.” 

Tilly James added: “Joke. 
Landed 1.15. Couldn’t get stairs, 
then couldn’t get into building all 
doors locked. 

“Just got on train. Now told to 
get off due to engineering works. 

“Now walking up a stopped 
escalator. After a two hour delay 
leaving (sat in the plane with 
Ryanair) not happy” 

Stansted said in a statement: 
“Due to a significant number of 
inbound flights arriving late, dur¬ 
ing a short period of time outside 
of expected operating hours, pas¬ 
sengers experienced delays 
receiving their baggage. 

“Airlines and ground handling 
partners called in additional staff 
to help manage the situation and 


chaos 


mitigate delays. 

“Our own staff helped to 
provide passengers with inform¬ 
ation and handed out water dur¬ 
ing the period. 

“On behalf of our airlines, 
handling agents and the airport 
we apologise for the delays and 
inconvenience caused to passen¬ 
gers.” 

The travel chaos comes as many 
Brits are returning home after 
Easter holidays. 

Good Friday was expected to be 
the busiest day for travel with an 
estimated 2.1million escaping 
Britain’s bad weather for sun in 
popular European destinations 
such as Spain, France and Italy. 

An estimated 180,000 people left 
Stansted, according to Travel- 
Weekly.

Idyll home’s 
treasures set 
to go under 
the hammer

HUNDREDS of buyers from around the world will be 
focusing on an auction in Stansted next week as the 
contents of one of Hertfordshire’s grandest homes 
are auctioned. 

More than 600 lots, ranging from tapestries to 
teapots, are expected to fetch in excess of £1 million 
as the contents of North Mymms Park go on sale. 

A preview of some of the items up for auction was 
held at the salesroom in Stansted on Tuesday, with 
Princess Michael of Kent, who opened the building 
ten years ago, in attendance. 

“This is probably the most important house con¬ 
tents we have sold during my 30 years with the 
firm,” said Guy Schooling, managing director of 
auctioneers Sworders, based in Hertford and 
Stansted. “We are very excited.” 

Built for the High Sheriff of Hertfordshire, the 
house dates back 400 years and although most 
recently serving as a corporate training centre, it 
has retained all the trappings of Jacobean 
grandeur. 

Among the most prized lots are North Mymms’ 
collection of tapestries, some of which have been in 
the house for 140 years and are expected to fetch up 
to £20,000. 

Many were bought from a Genoese palazzo by

banking giant John Pierpont Morgan as gift for his 
brother-in-law and owner of North Mymms, Walter 
Hayes Burns. 

Mr Schooling said: “It’s a fantastic provenance 
and an important collection of tapestries. 

“Tastes change and people go for a more modern, 
pared-back decorative approach - which these 
tapestries are not. 

High value 

“When they were produced, they were high-value 
objects, the question is how much value they have 
now.” 

As one might expect, the lots include paintings, 
furniture, ornaments and fine tableware dating 
right up to the present day, such as 30 modern silver 
cups and goblets designed by Tom Tudor-Pole and 
Robert Welch. 

“My personal favourite is a collection of very 
early 19th-century watercolours of birds including 
a long-eared owl, guillemot, rook and hens,” 
Mr Schooling said. “They were hanging high on a 
wall in a corridor and when I walked past them I just

dismissed them, assuming they were prints.” 

He said that estimates start from £30, meaning 
that anyone can afford a piece of the historic col¬ 
lection. 

“There are lots of wonderful things, from carpets 
to maps. It’s not just for those with a lot of cash to 
splash,” added Mr Schooling. 

“We don’t have typical buyers, every one is 
extraordinary.” 

A range of local private collectors, dealers from 
London and international interest is expected on the 
auction days, next Tuesday and Wednesday, if 
Sworders’ past experience is anything to go by. 

Mr Schooling said: “Most of the buyers are watch¬ 
ing on their computers at home, they bid via their 
computers and it goes straight through. 

“We have no idea who they are, but we know 
where they come from. We’ve had bids from 
Uruguay, Uzbekistan, Hong Kong, Canada, some¬ 
times with more than 1,000 people bidding.” 

Sworders’ association with North Mymms Park is 
a longstanding one, Mr Schooling explained. 

“Our role started many years ago, when we were 


asked to value the contents for insurance purposes - 
finding out what everything was, its condition, and 
what it would cost to replace. 

“It was a painstaking process.” 

They came across a large amount of furniture in 
the attic, which proved problematic for those stand¬ 
ing in the rooms below when staff ventured inside 
for a closer look. 

“The huge chandeliers in the long gallery started 
to shake and pieces started to fall off,” Mr Schooling 
recalled. 

Effort 


When it came to auctioning the contents, every 
object had to be photographed from various angles. 
However, for Mr Schooling, all the work was worth 
the effort. 

“It’s a lot like an iceberg, the glossy catalogue is 10 
per cent of what we do, the rest is hidden below the 
surface,” he said. 

“It’s exciting when the catalogue comes back and 
now, when I can walk into the room to see everything 
beautifully laid out.”

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The ram raids that left a trail 
of destruction in their wake 

A look at how Harlow has been affected by shocking attacks on businesses

THERE have been several ram raids over the last 
year and they always leave behind a trail of destruc¬ 
tion. 

However, despite the drastic nature of the crime, a 
number of the perpetrators have been brought to 
justice. 

A ram raid is a robbery where a vehicle is used to 
ram a store front before it is looted. 

The method is shocking and it can take a long time 
for the victims and their businesses to recover. 

Here is a rundown of the ram raids that have taken 
place in Harlow or involved someone from the town 
in the last 12 months. 

■ THIEF WHO TARGETED 
MORRISONS STORE 

A Harlow thief was jailed on February 7 after 
ramming a stolen digger through the wall of a 
supermarket in a failed attempt to steal two cash 
machines. 

Kieron Armstrong, 39, of Brays Mead in Harlow, 
then sped off in a car driving at up to 150mph in 
order to escape police capture. However, he crashed 
into a roundabout and was arrested. 

Armstrong and others had stolen the digger 
before using it to cause extensive damage to the wall 
of a Morrisons supermarket in Sheppey, Kent in the 
early hours of September 16 last year. 

He was captured on CCTV using the digger to 
smash into bollards in front of the cashpoint area at 
1.35am. 

After managing to knock over the protective 
bollards, the vehicle then surged forward and con¬ 
tinuously rammed the wall of the supermarket. 

A large portion of brickwork came tumbling 
down after the perpetrators attached straps to the 
cash machines and attempted to pull them from the

wall. Eventually Armstrong and his fellow offenders 
abandoned their efforts and fled the scene in two 
different vehicles - a van and a stolen Audi A4. 

The Audi, driven by Armstrong, was spotted 
moments after police found the abandoned van 
speeding down the M2 towards London. 

He turned the car’s lights off and sped away, 
clocking a maximum speed of 150mph, before crash¬ 
ing into a roundabout at Junction 3 for Chatham. 

Armstrong was found lying in undergrowth by a 
police dog called Merlin and was arrested. 

He was jailed for six years after pleading guilty to 
attempted theft, damaging property, aggravated 
vehicle taking, dangerous driving and driving while 
disqualified. 

He was also banned from driving for eight years. 

■ THE GANG THAT USED A 
4X4 TO RIP OUT AN ATM 

In the early hours of January 22, a gang of men 
used a 4x4 vehicle to rip out an ATM cash machine 


from a newsagent in Harlow. 

A red Mitsubishi Shogun was the vehicle used to 
try and remove the ATM from inside the shop in 
Southern Way, at around 1.10am. 

Two or three people made off with the ATM in 
a small black car after removing it from the 
store. 

Footage and pictures showed the store had been 
cordoned off and the whole front had been severely 
damaged with material covering the floor. 

Additionally, it is believed the perpetrators 
mowed down disabled bollards during the incid¬ 
ent. 

A McColl’s spokesperson said at the time: “The 
health, safety and wellbeing of our employees is of 
utmost importance. 

“This incident happened when the store was 
closed and no colleagues were thankfully hurt. 

“We are working closely with the relevant author¬ 
ities in response to this incident.” 

■ THE MEN WHO BURGLED 


AN ATM FROM A STORE USING 
A STOLEN LAND ROVER 

At around 4am on Monday, November 20,2017 four 
men carried out a ram raid burglary on the Premier 
store, in The Stow. 

The perpetrators, who all wore dark clothing and 
hid their faces, were seen removing the free-stand¬ 
ing ATM after using a stolen green Land Rover to 
smash into the shop’s window. 

Footage was captured by a resident in the area 
that showed the group dragging and shoving the 
cash machine into the boot of a dark Ford Focus. 

Two members of the group drove off in the Ford 
while the remaining pair fled in a dark BMW saloon 
car, which was parked close by. 

Investigating police officers found the BMW had 
been ditched in The Ridings shortly after the heist. 

For those residents who weren’t woken by the 
commotion overnight they were greeted by a num¬ 
ber of police officers at the scene, with a cordon in 
place which encompassed the stolen 4x4. 

Shocking video shows smoke covering Mil after 
car bursts into flames 

Photos from the scene showed the shutters had 
been ripped off the Premier store’s main entrance 
with debris scattered across the pavement. 

One worker in the area, who asked to remain 
anonymous, explained how he believes the shopping 
centre is very susceptible to crime. 

“It’s very unfortunate for the area but it’s an easy 
target,” she said. 

“We just thank God we don’t have a cash 
machine.”

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Couple given fines 
over eyesore garden

A COUPLE from Loughton have 
been fined after refusing notices 
to clear their eyesore garden. 

Salinder Minhas and Parmind- 
er Minhas, of Alderton Close, 
Loughton, were successfully pro¬ 
secuted by Epping District Coun¬ 
cil for failing to comply with 
notices served to them. 

Under the notices they were 
instructed to clear vast amounts 
of rubbish from the front and rear 
gardens of their property. 

They repeatedly failed to com¬ 
ply with the notices and on April 5 
they both pleaded guilty to the 
offence at Chelmsford Magis¬ 
trates’ Court. 

The notice - served to Mr and 
Mrs Minhas on November 23 - 
required them to remove building 
materials, paint pots, plastic 
items and cardboard from their 
front and rear gardens as well 
as from the flat roof of the gar¬ 
age. 

The junk was deemed to be 
adversely affecting the visual 
amenity of the area by the council 
and the notice should have been 
complied with by December 21. 

The magistrates decided to fine 
Mr Minhas £110 and ordered him 
to pay £308 towards the council’s 
prosecution costs together with a 
statutory victim surcharge of 
£30. 

Mrs Minhas was fined £100 and 
ordered to pay costs of £308 and a 
victim surcharge of £30. 

The fines had been reduced by a 


third due to their guilty pleas at 
the first hearing and also taking 
into account their financial situ¬ 
ation. 

After seeing the photographs of 
the garden that had been taken by 
the council the magistrate told Mr 
and Mrs Minhas that he was not 
surprised to hear that neighbours 
had complained about the state of 
the property. 

The magistrate added that the 
council had quite rightly brought 


the prosecution having given 
them every opportunity to tidy 
and clear the land. 

Both Mr and Mrs Minhas 
informed the court that they 
would now fully comply with the 
notice, but failure to do so will 
render them liable to further pro¬ 
secution. 

They could face a possible fine 
of up to £100 for every other day 
that they do not comply from 
April 5.

Should schools balance the 
gap between achieving 
results and student well¬ 
being?

MANY parents and 
educators will tell you that 
schools feel like exam 
factories. Students can be 
seen as a nonsensical 
progress score that means 
that only certain students get 
the focus and support they 
need, depending on what 
results the school needs. 

Students are stressed and 
under increasing pressure, 
both within and outside of 
the classroom. 

Some statistics suggest 
that over 10 per cent of 
young people experience 
mental health difficulties. On 
top of this, mental health 
services are under pressure 
as are school budgets - 
meaning less staff to support 
wellbeing or less money to 
fund counselling services. 

In some ways, you can 
blame the schools for 
creating atmospheres and 
policies that exacerbate this 
problem. 

It would be fair to accuse 
certain Harlow schools of 


spending more time than is 
helpful focussing on what 
pen colour students and 
teachers use. 

However, in other ways 
you can only blame poor 
government policy. 

Academisation means 
schools are in competition 
with each other more than 
ever before. 

With the stress of 
balancing their own budget, 
a school needs good results 
to gain more students in 
future. Parents who want the 
best for their children are 
chasing this dream too. This 
is only furthered by the 
existence of OFSTED, 
striking fear into senior staff 
to focus on minor things like 
where students write the 
date in their books. 

The Green Party is 
staunchly against academies 
and would abolish OFSTED 
as a result. And because our 
policies are written and 
voted on exclusively by our 
members, it’s being decided 
by people like me who’ve 
worked in education and 
seen the effect of increased 
competition on the well¬ 
being of students or Vix 
Lowthion, our education 
spokesperson (who still 
works as a teacher). 

Alongside this, we’d 
increase the spending on 
child and adult mental 
health services. We also 
recognise that outside of the 
hospital, the support of 
community can go along 
way and will ensure we 
prevent the closures of 
community centres and 
youth services that can 
provide this additional 
support. 




Chris Vince 

I GROW more concerned 
about the amount of 
pressure being put on the 
students that I teach every 
day. There seems to be 
greater focus on the need for 
students to achieve top 
results often at the cost of 
their well-being. Of course 
this isn’t right. 

Now I’m not going to 
pretend that students 
weren’t put under pressure 
to pass exams when Labour 
was in power; schools were 
still being judged by where 
exam results put them in 
league tables, but the 
problem has got worse in 
recent years. 

As a Maths teacher I 


appreciate that there is a gulf 
between GCSE and A-level 
which needs to be addressed 
and I know this applies to 
other subjects too. However, 
the changes to the GCSEs 
were done so quickly that 
some groups of students 
(particularly last year’s GCSE 
takers) had the rug pulled 
from under them. They went 
from accessible GCSEs to the 
new, harder comprehension 
style ones without warning. I 
watched confident young 
mathematicians became 
anything but. 

However, it’s not just exam 
pressure that is affecting 
young people’s mental 
health. There are a multitude 
of issues, social media being 
chief among them, many of 
which existed way before the 
Tories started muddling with 
the curriculum. However, 
the argument ‘it was always 
like that’ isn’t okay. As our 
understanding of mental 
health increases, so too must 
our action to look after it in 
our young people. 

The next Labour 
government will introduce 
parity in spending on mental 
health and physical health. 
This will mean increased 
expenditure on support for 
young people at risk both in 
the school context and 
outside of it.

THERE is no doubt that 
successive governments have 
made many attempts to 
drive up the standard of 
education. 

More vigorous and 
frequent testing of students, 
school league tables, 
academies, competition for 
funds and Tony Blair’s 
statement that 50 per cent of 
school leavers should be 
going to university have all 
helped compound a view 
held by many that this ‘rush 
to the top’ has been at the 
expense of students’ well 
being. I do think there 
should be less testing, school 
league tables should be 
abolished and vocational 
training should be offered so 
that a wider variety of 


subjects can be taught. 

Whilst at Burnt Mill School 
many years ago, there was 
no help for pupils who found 
it difficult to cope with exam 
pressure, indeed even being 
able to go to school. It was 
really a case of get on with it 
or effectively drop out. Had 
that situation still existed I 
am sure that it could be said 
that students’ wellbeing was 
being compromised at the 
expense of results. However I 
know that the support given 
to students these days is 
light years away from that 
which I experienced. School 
staff are on hand to help 
students experiencing a wide 
variety of problems, whether 
at school or at home. One 
practical way is called 
Walking, Talking, Mocks, 
where pupils are taken 
through the process of taking 
exams. As someone who still 
remembers with dread 
entering a room of about 100 
pupils to take an exam, I 
know that being able to 
experience a mock situation 
would have been of great 
help. In conclusion, I think 
parents and students are 
aware that help is on hand 
and that on leaving school, 
students should be able to 
look back on their school 
days as happy ones that set 
them up for life.

PASSMORES students took 
to the stage to deliver their 
own production of 
Shakespeare’s masterpiece, 
Macbeth.

I know that 
when it comes to them 
studying it for their 
examinations it will be a 
massive benefit.” 

Admitting Macbeth is a 
difficult play to approach, 
Miss Midwinter said: “All the 
hard work was worth it. I felt 
total pride for the students 
when they went out there 
and did it. As a director you 
are only ever as good as your 
cast and I was so proud of 
every single one of them.” 

Following the success of 
Macbeth, the school will 
tackle another classic text 
from the GCSE syllabus, ‘The 
Strange Case of Dr Jekyll and 
Mr Hide’, next year. 





Talk from a sprightly 
82 -year-old helps to 
bring history to life 


A WWII evacuee has helped 
pupils to understand their 
history lessons. 

Year 5 and 6 pupils from 
Roydon Primary Academy, in 
Roydon, visited Imperial War 
Museum Duxford as part of 
their studies around the 
World Wars. 

The 70 pupils followed an 
education trail around the 
hangars, looked at exhibits, 
answered questions to test 
their knowledge, and even 
took tests to see if they could 
become a pilot in future. 

Michael Clark, head of 
school, said: “Pupils also had 


a talk from a sprightly 82- 
year-old man who 
remembered being 
evacuated in WWII. They 
learnt how hard it was for 
everyone. 

“Educational visits are 
often where memories are 
made. 

“At Roydon, we book the 
visits to inspire children and 
to help them put what they 
have learnt into context. 

“The Duxford visit really 
helped them to understand 
many of the topics they had 
covered around the World 
Wars.”

LIKE many people this 
Easter Bank Holiday I went 
travelling using the rail 
network that has been a part 
of Harlow’s landscape since 
the 1840s, writes Ryan 
Karolak, of Harlow Museum. 

As I waited at Harlow 
Town station I told my 
partner about the village that 
preceded the station - Burnt 
Mill Village - deciding that I 
would put something 
together to reflect this. 

The site of Burnt Mill has 
holdings going back to at 
least the Normans with a 
water mill being of note in 
the parish of Netteswell; but 
the idea of using the river for 
settlements in the site of 
Harlow goes back 
significantly before that, 
some 40,000 years ago, with 
flint tools being dug up 
throughout Harlow New 
Town’s lifespan. 

Between this and the 
addition of the railways 
being built, we have the 
addition of the “Stort 
Navigation” canals and locks 
during the 1700s which run 
alongside the River Stort. 

When the London and 
North Eastern Railway was 
connected up to Harlow in 
1841, a small station was 
built alongside a goods yard 
with the addition of houses 
only coming along some 40 
years later, by 1885. 

Talking to David Devine, a 
local historian whose 
knowledge of Harlow is 
expansive to say the least, he 
told me that the Kirklady’s 
Marine Engineering Works 
was originally built as part of 
a company plan to move the 
London factory out and in 
doing so needed to build 
houses for the workforce. 

This is something which is 
great to see considering that 
some 60 years later, London 
companies would be doing 
the same with the creation of 
Harlow New Town and the 
need to house the workforce 
who came with the factories. 

The village of Burnt Mill 
was built in two stages: first 
with Spring Street that 
followed on from Station 
Road and then The Avenue 
soon afterwards running in 


parallel to Spring Street. 
Notable buildings in Burnt 
Mill Village included a post 
office, grocery store and 
Methodist church with the 
nearest public house being 
the Railway Inn (nowadays 
the Dusty Miller) about half 
a mile away. 

By the time we arrive at 
the end of the 1800s there 
are 155 people registered in 
Burnt Mill Village across 36 
dwellings. 

With post-war Britain 
settling in to the landscape, 
there was a thought to keep 
Burnt Mill Village as it is; 
considering that sites such as 
Tye Green Village have 
remained largely unaffected 
by the development that was 
created by the Harlow 
Development Corporation. 
However, with the expansion 
of the railway to include 
electrification and the 
creation of a purpose-built 
Harlow Town station, the 
village was soon to be 
cleared for the creation of a 
commercial zone in Harlow 
New Town. Harlow 
Development Corporation 
bought the land under 
compulsory purchases and 
between 1962 and 1965 the 
village of Burnt Mill and its 
station were no more, 
leaving a fractured 
community across the town. 

In today’s world, we may 
have found more of Burnt 
Mill Village intact with the 
significance of listed status 
buildings, but it is important 
to note that not everything 
from the village was 
completely lost. 

There are two fragments of 
the village’s past still present 
in Harlow; the first being at 
the outdoor pursuit and 
climbing wall centre with 
some of the building 
material in the grounds of 
the earlier Kirklady Works 
and secondly the WI building 
which is now the Burnt Mill 
Snooker Club. 

The name “Burnt Mill” 
continues to be a part of 
Harlow with its secondary 
school and trust that keeps 
the name alive. 

Whether you’re on the 
regular commute or 


travelling somewhere for the 
day, take a moment to 
remember the village that 
once stood by the station 


and the legacy it has left on 
Harlow.

7 in 7 cycle 
challenge to 
repay hospice 


AN employee from Allinson’s 
flour mill in Bishop’s 
Stortford is taking part in a 
‘marathon’ cycle challenge 
in honour of his mother and 
to raise funds for the hospice 
charity who cared for her. 

David Hannay, 53, from 
Harlow, is set to undertake a 
week-long cycle challenge to 
raise vital funds for St Clare 
Hospice, who cared for his 
mother Carol Hannay in 
December 2017. Carol 
passed away aged 74 years 
on December 22, 2017 at St 
Clare Hospice in 
Hastingwood. 

From Monday, April 16 to 
Sunday, April 22, David will 
be completing a marathon- 
distance cycle of 26.2 miles 
each day, finishing on the 
same day as the London 
Marathon. 

The 7 in 7’ marathon cycle 
challenge will take place at 
Pure Gym in Harlow. 

David hopes to raise more 
than £1,000 for St Clare from 
the fundraising challenge. 

David said: “I have been 
going to the gym for about a 
year and a half now and 
have really been enjoying the 
buzz that I get from 
exercising. I often ride the 


spinning bike and that is 
how I came up with the idea 
of cycling a marathon for 
seven days in a row. 

“After my Mum received 
such great care from St Clare 
in December last year, I 
really wanted to come up 
with a way to repay the help 
we were given through such 
a tough time. 

“I have received so much 
support from the guys at 
Pure Gym, with some of 
them even volunteering their 
time to help train me 
because they think St Clare is 
such a great cause.” 

David, who has worked at 
Allinson’s flour mill in 
Bishop’s Stortford for more 
than 12 years, works 
nightshifts on five nights of 
the week. His marathon 
challenge will therefore be 
even harder, he explains: “I 
will be doing the week-long 
challenge whilst still working 
a whole week of night shifts 
at the bakery. 

“I work from 10pm to 6am, 
I will then come home and 
walk my dog, and then go to 
the gym to cycle the 
marathon distance. 

“I know I can do the 
distance, because I have 


done it lots of time in 
training, but it will be the act 
of having to cycle day after 
day for seven days that is the 
challenge! I didn’t used to do 
much exercise so this is also 
a big personal challenge for 
me. I am not the type of 
person you would normally 
imagine doing something 
like this!” 

Allinson is fully supporting 
David’s fundraising 
challenge, as the Bishop’s 
Stortford-based business has 
also chosen St Clare Hospice 
as their ‘charity of the year’ 
for 2018. 

David has so far raised 
more than £100 for the 
hospice charity.

From the 
get-go, nothing was too 
much for the nurses to help 
and support us.” 

Miss Dowsett continued: 
“The care and attention my 
mum received in the last few 
months of her life at St Clare 
made all the difference in 
making our journey just that 
bit easier. I thank St Clare 
from the bottom of my heart. 
I am incredibly grateful and I 


know my mum is, too.” 

Commenting on her 
London Marathon challenge, 
Tamsin said: “I will run the 
London Marathon in 
memory of mum and in aid 
of St Clare Hospice. Running 
for St Clare is incredibly 
important and personal to 
me. It will be so very 
motivating to know that I am 
running in memory of my 
mum, and to support the 
vital care and support that St 
Clare offer to local people 
every single day. It has 
always been important to me 
to challenge myself and be 
the best version of myself, to 
be brave and live all that life 
has to offer. After losing my 
mum, I know the value of 
the phrase ‘life is a gift’ and 
how important it is to seize 


the day.”

RAMPAGE (12A) 

Loosely based on the popular video game of the 
same title, Rampage is an action-packed 
adventure about the unshakeable bond between 
a primatologist and one of the creatures in his 
care. 

Davis Okoye (Dwayne Johnson) is part of a 
close-knit anti-poaching team based in Rwanda, 
who has raised since birth an albino silverback 
gorilla called George. 

The animal trusts Davis implicitly and they 
communicate using basic sign language. 

A deadly serum engineered by Claire Wyden 
(Malin Akerman) infects George, causing the 
gorilla to increase in size and develop 
heightened aggression. 

The animal's violent mood swings pose a 
serious threat to human life so the military 
attempts to contain George, only for the animal 
to escape. Davis joins forces with discredited 
genetic engineer Dr Kate Caldwell (Naomie 
Harris) to find a cure for the serum before 
George is shot dead.

A group of friends enjoy a break in Mexico 
where Olivia (Lucy Hale) meets a handsome 
stranger called Carter (Landon Liboiron). 

He invites the pals for late-night drinks in an 
abandoned villa, where they agree to play a 
harmless game of truth or dare. 

When Carter agrees to answer a guestion 
truthfully about his intentions towards an 
embarrassed Olivia, his answer shocks the rest 
of the party. "I needed to find someone with 
friends that I could trick into coming here," he 
coldly reveals. 

It transpires that Carter is passing on a curse 
to Olivia and her buddies Brad (Hayden Szeto), 
Lucas (Tyler Posey), Markie (Violett Beane), 
Penelope (Sophia Ali) and Ronnie (Sam Lerner). 

When they return to America, they must 
repeatedly play truth or dare. If they fail to 
abide by the simple rules, the friends will pay 
with their young lives.

OUT OF THE CLOSET 


LOVE, SIMON (12A) 
★★★★★ 


F inally. After decades of 
mainstream Hollywood 
marginalising gay 
characters to peripheral 
roles as the best friend 
or confidant, Love, Simon 
walks quietly yet proudly out of 
the closet and reassures the 
target teenage audience that 
everyone can be the hero of a 
glossy love story, regardless of 
sexual orientation. 

Based on the young adult 
novel Simon Vs The Homo 
Sapiens Agenda by Becky 
Albertalli, director Greg 
Berlanti’s unabashedly feel¬ 
good comedy drama places the 
central character’s internal 
angst under a glitterball 
without sacrificing goofy 
supporting characters, tears or 
reconciliations. 

The soundtrack sways to 
indie, rock and pop courtesy of 
Troye Sivan, The 1975 and 
Bleachers but still finds time 
for Whitney Houston and 
Jackson 5, complemented by 
high tempo dialogue. 

When a father waxes 
nostalgically about a song from 
his adolescence - “This was 
huge, when we were young” - 
his son tartly retorts “So was 
Bill Cosby.” 

Scriptwriters Elizabeth 
Berger and Isaac Aptaker don’t 


project the protagonist’s 
coming out through a rose- 
tinted prism. 

Simon ruthlessly severs 
personal ties to protect his 
secret but, on the whole, his 
self-awakening is crowd¬ 
pleasing soap opera writ large - 
familiar territory for director 
Berlanti, whose early work 
included the era-defining TV 
series Dawson’s Creek. 

Meet shy, sensitive high 
school student Simon Spier 
(Nick Robinson). He is blessed 
with loving parents (Josh 
Duhamel, Jennifer Garner) and 
an adorable younger sister 
(Talitha Bateman), who dreams 
of becoming a chef. 


In the seclusion of his 
bedroom, Simon wrestles with 
his burgeoning sexuality, 
unsure of the reaction of his 
family or an inner circle of 
friends comprising Leah 
(Katherine Langford), Nick 
(Jorge Lendeborg Jr) and Abby 
(Alexandra Shipp). 

When another student posts 
an anonymous message about 
his sexuality on a blog under 
the moniker Blue, Simon 
nervously responds under the 
pseudonym Jacques. 

The secret pen pals find 
camaraderie in each other’s 
electronic missives until a 
kooky classmate called Martin 
(Logan Miller) stumbles upon 


Simon’s emails and blackmails 
the closeted student - a date 
with Abby in exchange for his 
silence. 

Simon ruefully obliges by 
sabotaging Nick’s burgeoning 
romance with Abby, oblivious 
to the long-term damage to his 
support network. 

Love, Simon is an 
entertaining and touching first 
step towards equal on-screen 
representation that doesn’t 
stray far from well-trodden 
narrative territory. 

Robinson imbues his 
tormented teenager with 
sweetness, vulnerability and 
resolve, so he remains 
sympathetic even when his 
actions are reprehensible, and 
both Garner and Duhamel are 
given key scenes laced with 
parental pride and 
understanding. 

Choice one-liners are 
reserved for Natasha Rothwell’s 
spunky drama teacher, who 
performs a triumphant, pitch- 
perfect takedown of 
homophobic bullies in the 
school canteen. 

A fantasy montage, kindled 
by Simon wondering aloud 
“Why is straight the default?”, 
delivers another comic 
crescendo. 

Berlanti builds towards a 
gushing romantic grandstand 
finish that should inspire goofy 
grins, tears and even 
smatterings of applause.

THE HME (SAME 

Ahead of some big summer dates in 
the area, Tokio Myers tells Martin 
Neal about his journey from session 
musician to festival star 



A year ago Britain’s Got 
Talent winner Tokio 
Myers could never 
have envisaged being 
a major recording and 
box office draw, selling out 
theatre shows all over the 
country. 

But the 33-year-old 
classically-trained pianist 
admits he has never worked so 
hard either. 

The dreadlocked Londoner 
shot to fame last year after 
winning the ITV talent show 
with his unique fusion of old 
and new in which he blended 
classical piano playing with 
modern pop songs and 
electronic drumbeats. 

But his fame and fortune 
hasn’t come as a result of 
turning up for Britain’s Got 
Talent armed with a dream, a 
few ideas and nothing else. It’s 
his reward for years and years 
of hard work. 

“It’s been a hell of a 
journey,” reflects Myers, whose 
busy 2018 schedule includes 
appearances at the new RiZE 
festival in Chelmsford, 
supporting 2Cellos at Audley 
End and Standon Calling near 
Bishop’s Stortford. 

“I’ve been working really 
hard and now it’s about taking 
things to the next level. I don't 
think I have ever worked so 
hard in my life, 

“I got asked a question the 
other day, something like how 
do I prepare my set-up since 
winning BGT. I think she 
thought that was the start of 
everything but it wasn’t. I’ve 
been playing the piano since I 
was nine and I’ve been 
perming since I was 18. I’ve 
been working all that time to 
get to this point.” 

Prior to going it alone and 
developing the style and sound 
that captured the imagination 
of Simon Cowell, his judges 


and millions of TV viewers, 
Myers was a successful session 
musician and played in a 
number of bands. 

“When I first started, I never 
thought I’d have a career as a 
solo artist,” he admits. “You 
have to be a singer or a rapper 
to do that, not a pianist. 

“The venues I’m playing on 
this tour I’d have been 
delighted to sell out one of 
them, but almost all of them 
are selling out. 

“Something happened four 
years ago. Back then I thought 
that’s probably what I’d be 
doing all my life, which would 
have been fine because I was 
making music, earning money 
and going to some fantastic 
places. 

“But I needed to get out and 
experiment adn make things 
appealing to people. That’s 
when I discovered drum pads 
and spent four years 
practising and deciding where 
to go with it. 

“It’s evolved even since 
Britain’s Got Talent and now 
I’ve got a big spaceship full of 
stuff on stage with me.” 

As well as the forthcoming 
tour and festival dates, Myers 
has also recorded the official 
England Commonwealth 
Games anthem, teaming up 
with athlete fazmin Sawyers 
for a reworking of jerusalem. 
He also plans to record his 
second album, something he’s 
particularly excited about. 

“If I’m not getting any kind 
of emotion out if it, it’s not 
working and I’m finished with 
it,” he explains of his writing 
and arranging process. “It 
doesn’t matter what the 
emotion is - anger, tears, joy 
or whatever. 

“What I want to achieve 
with my music is for the 
audience to feel what I feel. As 
musicians we want to make 


people feel good about life.” 

The festivals are also 
something to look forward to. 
Myers admits he has no (1 
recollection of his appearance 
at the V Festival as a session 
musician, but he’s determined 
to make it a memorable 
experience when he returns to 
Hylands Park in Chelmsford 
this summer for RiZE on 
August 17 and 18. 

“I have to be honest I don’t 
remember what it was like $ 
playing V. I don’t mean that in 
a bad way - I played it a lot of 


bands and I did a lot of 
shows. 

“I really enjoy the festivals. 
It’s outside, you can have a 
couple of beers and dance in 
the mud in your wellies!”

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Mark Strong, 54, is back on the small screen as Max 
Easton in Fox's new, highly addictive espionage thriller 
Deep State. But forget 007 - the Islington-born actor 
is the 'dirty James Bond', he tells GEMMA DUNN 


Tell us a bit about Deep State and 
your character, Max Easton. 

THE premise of it is a man who is 
trying to marry a very dark and dirty, 
private, work life with his family life. 

It's asking you the question, 'Is this 
man morally sound or not?! And in 
that vein, it's really the marriage of a 
conspiracy thriller and a family 
drama. 

Max is a former MI6 operative 
who is called back for one last 
job. What kind of spy is he? 

HE'S an old one. He used to be very 
successful, one of the best as they 
say, but he's retired. 

He retired 10 years ago and has a 
new family. He's out of the game. 

Things happen to bring him back 
into it, (but) the morality, the ethics 
and the day-to-day drudgery, and 
also violence, that he's involved with 
suddenly comes from a more mature 
man's perspective, rather than a 
young guy who's just gung-ho. 

What about the family element? 

MAX obviously loves his current wife 
and children, but he abandoned his 
previous wife and child and has done 
some terrible things in his line of 
work. 

I think what you come to realise 
very quickly is that as a younger man 
the life that he was trying to lead, as a 
spy with a wife and child, was very 
complicated and very difficult and he 
couldn't sustain it. 

Will there be comparisons with 
James Bond? 

HE'S the dirty James Bond. James 
Bond has all the lines, the gadgets 
and the suave look. 

Max is much more in the dirt and 
dust and having to cope. 

Did you have to do any extra 
weapons training? 

WEIRDLY, I can strip and build a 
sniper's rifle with my eyes closed. 
Which is a real talent. 

I can also now ride horses, from 


learning on the job. But there's no 
preparation for how you play a spy. 

What's great about this is the 
family drama is as important as the 
conspiracy-thriller element. 

So I basically had to imagine 
myself in that position, that's the only 
way to play it really. What would I do 
faced with those choices? 


I can strip and build 
a sniper's rifle with 


my eyes closed, 
that's a 


Do you find it easy to switch off 
after an intense day of filming? 

IT'S tricky. You have to get yourself 
up for scenes which are particularly 
harrowing and I suppose I've 
developed a technique to be able to 
shed that, almost immediately. 

I remember in A View From The 
Bridge I was doing very intense 
scenes eight times a week and I 
couldn't understand why I was so 
depressed. It does affect you. 

In fact I remember, a couple of 
times, being on stage in a moment of 
high emotion and I actually burst 
into tears. I started crying. 

I fooled my body into thinking I 
was that sad and then of course what 
happens is I couldn't speak. 

Deep State tackles some really 
big political issues, too? 

THE politics are much more to do 
with the West's involvement with the 
Middle East. The morality and the 
ethics of that and what we now know 
as a result of what happened after the 


that deals with the deep state, what 
goes on behind the scenes, and 
what's actually going on in the news. 

This is your first TV show in a 
while. What brought you back to 
the small screen? 

I LOVE making movies, movies are 
great. But the movies that seem to be 
in the cinema at the moment are the 
big spectacle movies, the superhero 
movies. I've just done a couple of 
Kingsmans and I'm doing a movie at 
the moment called Shazam!. 


They're incredibly technical 
experiences where you're not even 
just making pieces of the jigsaw - 
you're making pieces of the pieces of 
the jigsaw. 

It's absolutely tiny stuff, there's no 
real scenes to be played, not in a 
movie of that type. So to go back and 
do character development over eight 
hours was heaven sent.

E LVIS Presley, Madonna, 
Fred Astaire, George 
Michael and Ed Sheeran 
are just a few of the many 
music stars who have 
performed Don McLean's famous 
songs over the years. 

The legendary singer-songwriter, 
behind classics like American Pie 
and Vincent (Starry Starry Night), 
says he is always interested by how 
others singers interpret his music. 
"I'm impressed a lot by how they 
do it,” he says. "Fred Astaire did 
Wonderful Baby and fohnny Mathis 
did And I Love You So, which is 
beautiful. Hearing some of the stuff 
is just amazing. Ellie Goulding's 
version of Vincent is very good and 
fames Blake did a piano version 
which is very good as well, and the 
singing is fine." 

Now aged 72, music has always 
been a part of Don's life, although 
he chuckles: "I've never really had 
a job, but I've always managed to 
make a living." 

He says: "I didn't know what I 
was doing and had no idea how to 
do it at the start, but I used to 
practise a lot when I was young and 
I learned how to play. I did a lot of 
vocal exercises to learn how to sing 
and I started performing... all the 
time. My career was never some¬ 
thing I thought about. I did one 
thing and then another." 

With more than 40 gold and 
platinum records worldwide, Don 
has just brought out his 19th studio 
album, Botanical Gardens. 

He says: "The inspiration for the 
project started years ago when I 
would walk in the beautiful gardens 
in Sydney, Australia, near the 
Opera House. I would dream young 
dreams and it was a comfort and an 


inspiration. I was always young 
inside, like we all are, and I felt it 
again there." 

He explains: "That's how it 
started, in Sydney and then I 
blended in New York City. Sydney 
is beautiful, but New York City is 
pretty ugly in many ways and dark 
and unfriendly and mean. So many 
people love it and I was born there, 
but the place always scared me. I 
stay at my club when I am 
there and have for more 
than 25 years. That's 
my little oasis.” 

Botanical 
Gardens is Don's 
first album in eight 
years, but he has 
been busy with 
other projects 
during that time, 
including a feature- 
length documentary 
called Don McLean: 

American Troubadour. 

"There have been pretty 
extensive projects,” he says. "I've 
been working on a house and a 
horse I was breaking in - I've done 
that a few times over the years - 
this album was done in 2015, but I 
didn't know what I was going to do 
with it. Then there was a deal, but 
the deal went away so I had to get 
another one.” 

The album was recorded at 
Watershed Studios in Nashville and 
Don says: "Everybody in Nashville 
has their act together and I think 
five of the guys in the band have 


been on the road with me for 
many, many years. 

"It's great to have them with me. 
We know what to do. I think the 
drummer has been with me 20 
years, the piano player 35 years, 
the other guys on the road 10 to 20 
years. The new guy, Brad Albin, 
who plays bass, has been with me 
five years already. 

"I have a great band and we have 
a great time and a lot of fun 
when we are travelling in 
our bus. 

"When an album is 
done there is a sense 
of accomplishment. 
You work hard to 
make and support 
the album and I can 
feel I have accom¬ 
plished something and 
that's a good thing. 

"That's the sad thing 
about drugs. On drugs, 
so many people want 
that sense of accomplishment 
without having accomplished 
anything. Too bad, you have to 
accomplish something to feel that 
way." 

Don will be touring the UK and 
Ireland at the end of April: "I've 
done something like 23 tours there 
now. I'm guessing... it could be 25. 
Touring is physically tough. You 
have to get in shape for it, then it's 
pretty good. 

"I'm not in shape right now. I've 
got to work on that. It won't be fun, 
but I have to lose some weight. 


Walking and all the stuff that hurts. 

I like going out to dinner and 
having nice food served. I love 
sweets and I like to drink a martini, 
but it's all just fattening. I have to 
be somewhat strict otherwise I'll be 
3001b." 

He sighs: "I don't want to get to 
6001bs like some in the US. How is 
that? It's a symptom of something. 
America is in rough shape. There's 
these people and they can't get out 
of their own houses. 

"There is a TV show The 6001b 
Man, but there are lots of these 
people. Something is wrong. It's 
like ancient Rome. This is just 
decadent. Everyone says you can't 
say that, it's being cruel, but you 
can't say anything. You need a list 
of the few things you are OK saying. 

"People will all have cameras 
soon recording everything and 
watching everything back at the 
end of the day. I think that's what's 
going to happen. You have an 
argument when you are out and say 
'I didn't say that,' well, rewind and 
let's see." 

He pauses for breath before 
adding: "Alright, this is why I'm a 
songwriter. I think about these 
things.” 

So what is Don's perfect escape 
away from the hassles of modern 
living? "I like to get up in the 
morning in the desert... I like living 
in California now quite a bit, I'd get 
some food and watch Donald 
Trump, then get lunch and come 
back and sit for a while by the pool 
and get some sun... or jump in the 
freezing water. 

"I like to do all that."

KYLIE MIN0GUE - GOLDEN 
★★★★★ 

AS KYLIE, our adopted 
national treasure, 
approaches 50, her 
golden year, she begins 
afresh with a change of label for her 
14th studio album. Recorded in 
Nashville, there is a country sheen, 
but this is quintessential^ Kylie. 

Lead single Dancing has proved to 
be a grower, its subject matter a 
reflection on enjoying life while you 
can. The album continues with much 
whooping and stomping beats, but 
Kylie co-wrote each track, and there 
are songs that nod to her break-up 
last year. 

A duet with Jack Savoretti, is 
possibly the best ballad the 
Australian pop star has ever 
recorded. Kylie proves she still has 
the Midas touch with an album 
packed with heart, soul and glitter on 
its cowboy boots. 

MANIC STREET PREACHERS- 
RESISTANCE IS FUTILE 
★★★★★ 

THE Welsh band's 
decision to provide a 
collection that's almost a 
summation of their work so far is 
both the album's biggest strength and 
weakness. 

They're unlikely to draw in many 
new fans with tracks such as 
Liverpool Revisited and People Give 
In, with their bold bravado and 1990s 
theatrics. 

But just as some of their more 
suspect album-filler tracks feel a little 
dated, the standout hits feel as 
strong as some of their most 
recognisable hits. Dylan & Caitlin is 
foremost among them; extremely 
listenable, it's an interesting spin on 
the relationship between poet Dylan 
Thomas and his wife Caitlin. The 
Manics aren't breaking the mould, but 
on the strength of their songwriting, 
they won't have to. 

HINDS-I DON'T RUN 
★★★★★ 

THERE'S a lot of 
youthful exuberance to 
Madrid four-piece Hinds' 
second album. Every song 
packed with spindly riffs and shouty 
vocals, but there's a cheerful 
innocence to the songs. 

Although grungy anthem Tester 
touches on the thorny subject of sex, 
for the most part there's an emphasis 
on the childlike, with deliberately 
off-key vocals and lyrics. 

Stripped down, acoustic number Ma 
Nuit (the only song to feature Spanish 
lyrics) suggests the band might 
mature in an interesting direction, but 
right now listening is a bit like 
supervising a children's party: fun at 
first but exhausting after a while. 
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Could a MLD massage 
give your body the 
boost it needs? 


I F you haven't heard of Manual 
Lymphatic Drainage (MLD) 
massage, you're not alone. It's a 
treatment many of us are yet to 
experience, but could work 
wonders for tired, congested or 
bloated bodies. 

The name itself describes some of 
what the treatment does. 

"Manual Lymphatic Drainage is a 
very gentle form of advanced 
massage therapy, aimed at moving 
the lymph under the skin using 
specialised, gentle, rhythmic 
techniques,'' says award-winning 
holistic therapist Rima Shah, who 
runs Calm And Clear Complemen¬ 
tary Therapies (calmandclear.co.uk). 

"However, it does not involve 
draining the whole of the lymphatic 
system away. It aids the formation 
and transport of lymph around the 
body." 

The lymphatic system has many 
functions in the body. It forms a vital 
part of our immune system and is 
also designed to assist in the removal 
of waste products from the body's 
cells. 

"The lymphatic system is not 
mechanically controlled by the body, 
and therefore has to rely on muscular 
movement, blood circulation and the 
nervous system, to assist circulation 
around the body," Rima adds. 

■ What is lymph? 

"THE fluid in the system is called 
lymph, which is a viscous liquid,” 
says Rima. "The lymphatic system 
can become very sluggish and 
doesn't work at its best due to a 


variety of reasons, including lack of 
muscular movement, poor diets, 
disease and infections. A sluggish 
lymphatic system can lead to not 
eliminating waste efficiently, causing 
a build-up, which shows as an 
oedema, or water retention." 

MLD massage is designed to 
activate the musculature of the 
lymph-vessel system, so they 
contract more often, increasing the 
rate of absorption of fluid and waste 
products from the surrounding 
tissues. 

It's a non-invasive way to remove 
excess fluid more quickly, and makes 
a healthy lymphatic system more 
effective. 

■ What ailments can MLD help 
treat? 

USED as both a preventative and 
remedial technique, MLD massage 
can ease water retention (especially 
in pregnancy), bloating and head¬ 
aches, as well as sinus congestion, 
ear problems and skin conditions. 

"Head, eye, ear, nose, mouth, 
dental, throat, sinus and skin 
problems, resulting from lymphatic- 
related congestion, can respond posi¬ 
tively," notes Rima, adding that some 
people even use this treatment to 
help fight the ageing process. 

■ What does it feel like? 

MLD massage feels like no other 
treatment I've ever experienced 
before. After a consultation, you lay 
on a bed and relax into the treatment. 

The pressure is light and move¬ 
ments are slight - like tiny tugs to 



your face, neck and around the 
collarbone. I have chronic sinus 
issues and could feel something 
moving when the areas around my 
eyes and nose were being worked on. 
I stayed awake, but many people fall 
asleep while it's being done, because 
it's so relaxing. No oils or powders 
tend to be used - just the therapist's 
hands. 

"The treatment focuses on the 
head, neck and face areas primarily," 
adds Rima. "The procedure is very 
different to a standard face massage, 
which works deeper into the muscles. 


MLD is much more gentle and 
rhythmic - almost hypnotic." 

■ How many sessions do you 
need? 

FOR anyone with a lingering 
condition, like blocked sinuses, Rima 
says regular sessions close together 
work best. 

Recovery post-surgery also 
requires treatments close together. 
After this, monthly maintenance 
sessions can work well, although 
some people find a one-off session 
can actually work wonders. 

"By encouraging the removal of 
waste, and excess, stagnant connec¬ 
tive tissue fluid, the skin gets its 
nutrients more quickly and begins to 
look fantastic," notes Rima. 

"Typically, you can expect your 
skin to look clearer and feel softer, 
eyes to be brighter, dark areas below 
the eyes to lighten, puffiness and 
congestion to reduce and a more 
defined jaw-line (these full results 
may not be noticeable after only one 
session, though).” 

■ How do you feel afterwards? 

EVERYONE is different, but you 
should feel more relaxed and 
clear-headed. You may also feel tired 
and spaced out - or energised. 

For me, my sinuses felt a little 
clearer. I could definitely breathe a 
bit better and my nose was running 
almost constantly for the next few 
hours. 

For an additional boost, it's a good 
idea to drink plenty of water for the 
two days that follow MLD. Reducing 


your caffeine and alcohol intake, not 
smoking, eating light meals and 
listening to your body (so resting if 
you feel tired) can also help the 
treatment to work more fully. This 
can alleviate any mild side-effects 
and assist your body's clearing 
process, too. 

"It's such a specialised treatment 
that has this added advantage of 
being deeply relaxing," adds Rima. 

"During my training years ago, I 
couldn't quite believe how much 
fluid I would lose daily, just from 
practising on each other. The 
treatment allows the lymphatic 
system to work better, which helps 
our waste system function more 
effectively.” 

■ Where can I find an MLD 
practitioner? 

MLD UK (mlduk.org.uk) lists 
accredited practitioners throughout 
the country (though not all therapists 
choose to pay for their listing). 

You can also check whether they 
trained with a recognised body (Rima 
states that Vodder, Casley-Smith, 
Foldi or Leduc all provide the highest 
standards of training). 

It should also be noted that anyone 
suffering from certain illnesses 
(cancer, thrombosis, heart problems 
and thyroid dysfunction, for 
example) may not be able to undergo 
treatment, or may need to have the 
massage adapted, so do make sure 
you talk to your doctor first, as well 
as your therapist about any 
ongoing issues or relevant 
medical history.

ON the look out for new ways to 
add volume and bounce to lank 
locks? Mark Hill's Pick 'n' Mix 
range features a Wand Handle 

(£14.99), and 10 interchangeable 
barrels which you buy individually, 
so you can create various looks 
with the same tool. 

The two newest additions to the 
line-up are the Easy Curl, a spiral 
shaped barrel which you wrap hair 
around to achieve a more dramatic 
curly look, and the Glam Waver, 
for simple Hollywood-style 
waves. 

WHAT ARE THEY 
LIKE TO USE? 

I SEPARATED my hair 
into two layers and 
found that, because 
the barrel is so wide 
and chunky, I could 
then curl fairly big 
sections of hair in one 
go. Being careful to 
curl towards the face, 
to keep the style 
consistent 

I found the Easy 
Curl much harder to 
use. The instructions 
state to follow the 
direction of the spiral of the wand 
- but I still found myself getting 
confused about which way 
that should be. I eventually roped 
in a friend to help! 

The process takes a bit longer 
too, as you need to use really thin 
sections to achieve that tighter- 
curl look. 

AND THE RESULTS? 

AT first, I wasn't sold on the results 
of the Glam Waver, as I didn't see 
much difference from my normal 
style. But I started wrapping the 
hair around the barrel for longer 
and the waves started to improve. 
Afterwards, my hair looked 
super-glossy and shiny. My entire 
head was waved up in 20 minutes. 

The Easy Curl takes longer but, 
once you get to grips with your 
technique, gives a more dramatic 
result. Even the next morning, my 
hair was full of bounce.

HRT COULD CUT DIABETES RISK 

WOMEN having hormone 
replacement therapy could cut 
their risk of diabetes by a third, 
scientists claim. 

The oestrogen in HRT can 
boost chemicals that maintain 
blood sugar levels, slashing the 
chance of developing the Type 2 
form of the disease. 

Researchers said it could lead 
to the development of a 
targeted diabetes treatment 
that could benefit men too. 

Lead author Dr Sandra 
Handgraaf, of the University of 
Geneva in Switzerland, said: 
"One could imagine a treatment 
that, without the side effects of 
a little too powerful hormonal 
therapy, would also address 
men." 

Researchers studied the 
protective role of oestrogen on 
metabolism and its link with 
glucagon, which controls 
glucose levels. 

Post-menopausal female mice 
injected with oestrogen had 
increased tolerance to glucose, 
reducing their diabetes risk. 

Dr Handgraaf added: 
"(Oestrogen's) effect on 
glucagon-producing cells had 
never been explored before." 

More than four million British 
patients have diabetes, with 
90% having the Type 2 form, 
which normally develops in 
middle age and is linked to 
obesity. 

CHILDHOOD LINK TO COPD 

THREE-QUARTERS of cases of 
chronic obstructive pulmonary 
disease (COPD) can be traced 
back to exposures during 
childhood, a study has found. 

COPD is the name for a group 
of lung conditions which cause 
breathing difficulties including 
emphysema and chronic 
bronchitis, which mainly affect 
middle-aged or older adults who 
smoke. 

While smoking 
remains the 
biggest risk 
factor for COPD, 
the Australian 
study showed 
that childhood 
illnesses - such 
as asthma, bronchitis, 
pneumonia and eczema - and 
exposures to parental smoking 
were also linked to the disease. 

A second study published in 
the Lancet Respiratory Medicine 
journal also suggested there 
could be a window of 
opportunity during childhood to 
reduce the risk of poor lung 
function in later life. Both 
studies identified pathways of 
how lung function changed over 
life, which were associated with 
different risk factors and 
disease risk in later life. 

The study authors believe 
these insights are important for 
lung disease prediction, 
prevention and treatment. 


O NCE portrayed as the 
preserve of women, 
cosmetic surgery is now an 
acceptable option for a 
growing number of British 
men, with thousands opting to go 
under the knife in their quest for 
better looks. 

And it's not just help with things 
like male breast tissue ('moobs') 
they're after. With male surgical 
enhancement no longer carrying the 
social stigma it once did, they're 
now looking more widely at the 
options - particularly those relating 
to the face, with procedures like 
nose jobs, ear correction and eyelid 
reduction all proving popular. 

Consultant plastic surgeon Rajiv 
Grover, a former president of and 
spokesperson for the British 
Association of Aesthetic Plastic 
Surgeons (BAAPS), says there has 
been an increase in the number of 
men having cosmetic procedures 
over the last 10 years, with 2,417 
men going under the knife last year. 

The proportion of men vs women 
remains the same, however, with 
men making up roughly 10%, and 
women accounting for 90% of all 
procedures carried out. 

“What was popular for many years 
was male breast reduction or 'moob' 
surgery, along with lots of things that 
were popular with women too, such 
as liposuction," says Mr Grover. "But 
recently we've found there's been a 
real change - men are more 
face-focused and less body-focused, 
whereas women are the opposite. 

"Men aren't looked at with the 
same scrutiny as women - you see 
quite a few male celebrities who 
don't look like an Adonis, but they're 
OK. The pressure is there for men, 
but as it's more face-focused - facial 
procedures on the neck, nose, jaw 
etc are the gold standard for them.” 

So what are the top cosmetic 
surgery procedures for men right 
now? According to BAAPS, these are 
the five most requested. 

RHINOPLASTY (nose job) 

IN 2017, 554 men had a rhinoplasty, 
or 'nose job) in the UK, an increase 
5% from 2016. A rhinoplasty, which 
typically costs £5,000-£7,000, can 
increase or reduce the size of the 
nose, and change its shape or angle. 
Surgery is performed either from 
inside the nostrils (closed 
rhinoplasty), or by making a small 
cut between the nostrils and lifting 
the skin (open rhinoplasty). 

The type of operation will depend 
on the area of the nose being treated 
but, for example, if a bump on the 
bridge of the nose is being operated 
on, the surgeon removes the bone 
and cartilage causing the bump, and 
the nose may then be broken so the 
remaining pieces of bone can be 
moved closer together. To change 
the length of the nose, the surgeon 
adjusts and reduces the septum (the 
bone and cartilage that divides the 
nasal cavity) to help shrink the tip 
and reduce overall length. 

Adjusting the cartilage at the nose 
tip can also reduce the length. 

BAAPS warns there are limits to how 
much a nose can be altered, and the 


final result will depend on the size of 
the nose, the condition of the skin, 
and a patient's age. 

OTOPLASTY (ear correction) 

SOME 419 men had otoplasty 
surgery in the UK last year - down 
0.5% from 2016. Otoplasty, which 
will set you back around £2,500- 
£3,000, adjusts the shape of the 
cartilage within the ear to allow the 
ear to lie closer to the side of the 
head. 

Because the operation is carried 
out from behind the ears, a small 
scar is left close to the groove 
between the ear and the side of the 
head. The procedure can even be 
carried out under local anaesthetic. 

BLEPHAROPLASTY (eyelid reduction) 

AS we age, reduced elasticity in the 
skin results in loose skin, which 
'folds in' the upper eyelids and 
forms deepening creases in the 
lower lids. There's also 
slackening of the muscle 
beneath the skin, allowing fat 
to protrude and appear baggy. 

Procedures to improve this are 


called blepharoplasty, which 403 
men had in the UK in 2017, up 25% 
from 2016. 

An upper-eyelid reduction can 
help improve vision and make 
people look younger, while lower- 
eyelid reductions can help reduce 
wrinkles and puffiness. These 
procedures can be carried out under 
local or general anaesthetic, and the 
surgeon makes cuts in the creases of 
the upper lids and just below the 
lashes in the lower lids, extending 
them into the crow’s feet at the 
corner of the eyes. 

Extra fat, excess skin and sagging 
muscle are removed through the 
cuts, and they are then stitched. 
Blepharoplasty will typically cost 
around £4,000-£6,000. 

MALE BREAST REDUCTION 

IN 2017, 296 men had 
breast reduction surgery, 
down 7% from 2016. 
Gynecomastia is the 
medical term for excess 
male breast tissue, see 
left, which is a fairly 
common condition that 


usually has no known cause. 

There are two main components 
of the breast - glandular tissue (firm 
and dense) and fatty tissue (soft), 
and in gynaecomastia there may be 
an excess of both. 

If the enlargement is 
predominantly fatty, liposuction, 
where tissue is sucked out through a 
tube inserted via a tiny incision, is 
the usual treatment. 

If excess glandular tissue is the 
main problem, it may need to be cut 
out, leaving a scar around the nipple 
edge. Liposuction can be performed 
at the same time if necessary. 

Most operations to treat 
gynaecomastia are performed under 
general anaesthesia, or sometimes 
under local anaesthesia with 
sedation, with a price-tag of around 
£2,000-£4,000. 

LIPOSUCTION 

LAST year saw a 20% drop in the 
number of men undergoing 
liposuction, compared with 2016 
figures, with 270 males opting for the 
procedure. 

Liposuction can help improve the 
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contours of parts of the body 
that some people may struggle 
to shift weight from, such as the 
tummy, hips, buttocks, knees, 
neck and upper arms. 

A thin tube (cannula) is 
inserted through tiny cuts in the

skin and used to loosen the fat, 
before a suction device is 
attached and the fat is sucked 
out. Finally, the cuts are sewn 
up. 

Liposuction typically costs 
around £2,500-£4,000. 


I S there something on your to-do 
list that you've been putting off? 
Perhaps a phone call you are 
dreading, an awkward situation 
that you need to address or an 
unpleasant task that needs to be 
done? 

We all do it: avoid the things we 
don't like doing. 

The problem with avoidance is that 
it can often make the situation 
worse. I'll give you an example from 
my own work last week. I had to 
make a phone call to a client 
to deliver some bad news. I 
really didn't want to and my 
mind started churning out 
catastrophising thoughts like: 

"She will be really upset", 

"ahe'll yell at me over the 
phone", "she'll make a 
complaint." 

As a result, my anxiety levels 
went up. I tried to deal with my 
anxiety by putting off the 
phone call. "I'll do it later," I 
kept reasoning to myself; after 
my next therapy session, after 
I've written this report, after 
I've had my lunch... and so it 
went on, getting bumped further and 
further down my list of priorities. 

But actually, rather than reducing 
my anxiety, avoiding making the call 
meant I couldn't fully concentrate on 
the other tasks and I became more 
stressed out as I started to fall

behind with my work. 

It took one of my colleagues 
observing that I seemed somewhat 
distracted before I realised what was 
going on. She listened intently as I 
explained the situation before 
advising, "If you've got to eat a frog, 


you should eat it for 
breakfast." 

This was the first time I'd 
come across this expression 
(although a little online research 
has revealed it's commonly used 
in self-help books, management 
training, motivational talks and 
the like) and I must say I rather 
like the sentiment behind it. 

The idea is simply this: if you 
have to do something you don't 
want to do, make it your priority. 
Get it out of the way first and 
then you're free to get on with 
the rest of your day. 

Putting it off won't make it go 
away and research has shown 
that avoidance, whilst intended 
to reduce worry, often has the 
paradoxical effects of more 
rumination, more catastrophising 
and more anxiety.

For the pesto: 

150g shelled 
unsalted 
pistachio nuts; 

8 spring onions, 

trimmed and _

METHOD 

1. For the pesto, boil 
two-thirds of the 
pistachios in water for 
four minutes. Drain 
and dry in a tea towel. 
Rub off all the papery 
skin. Toast the rest of 
the nuts in a dry pan for 
about 30 seconds. 
Transfer to a plate. 

2. Cook the spring 
onions in the butter in 
a pan until soft, but not 
coloured. Add garlic 
and cook for another 30 
seconds or so. Blitz all 
the nuts with spring 
onions and garlic, 
gradually adding the 
oil. Stir in ricotta and 
pecorino or Parmesan. 
Season and taste.

3. For the vegetables, 
shave the radishes 
using a mandoline, or 
cut very finely with a 
sharp knife. Cut off the 
base of each asparagus 
spear.

Stand the 
asparagus in this, bases 
in the water, spears 
leaning against the side 
(they cook in the 
steam). Cover with a 
lid. Cook until tender, 
testing with a point of a 
knife - I start checking 
after four. Lift the 
asparagus out, then dry 
excess moisture by 
patting with a clean tea 
towel. 

4. Add a little of the 
cooking water to the 
pesto to loosen and 
thin it.

Divide the 
asparagus, raw peas, 
radishes and pea 
shoots between six 
plates - or put them all 
on a platter - and 
drizzle with white 
balsamic dressing.

BACK WITH A NEW COOKBOOK , FOOD WRITER DIANA HENRY 
TALKS ELLA WALKER THROUGH HOW TO EAT A PEACH 


Menus to Di for 


F OOD writer Diana Henry, has a 
wealth of knowledge to draw 
on when it comes to creating 
the perfect menu. "At the 
weekend, I've always got 
friends calling me asking, 'Di, what 
can I do for a starter that's really 
quick?' or they'll have decided on the 
main course but will say, 'What can I 
do for a pudding?' 

"I'm always telling people what goes 
with what," she explains. "I love the 
challenge of standing in the 
greengrocer's and putting things 
together.” 

A resource not just to her friends, the 
Waitrose Weekend writer's new 
cookbook, HowTo Eat A Peach, 
combines her love of matching 
ingredients with planning meals. 

"I love putting menus 
together for no reason 
whatsoever," she says, 
remembering how she'd 
jot down food plans as a 
teenager, filling a 'fantasy' 
notebook with meals she'd 
cook in an ideal world. 

She began having people 
round for supper when she 
was about 16, and the 
menu planning never ceased: "I do it 
now still - I think of a menu, and then I 
think about who would like to eat it.” 

How To Eat A Peach was inspired by 
an evening Diana spent in Italy, 
watching a group of Italians slicing 
white fleshed peaches and dropping 
them into glasses of ice cold Moscato, 
only to drink the liquid and then pick 
out and eat the soft fruit, sticky and 
plump with the booze. 

"It's such a lovely way to end a meal, 
but is also a really good approach to 
cooking. It's about knowing when not 
to do anything, and when something is 
just elegant and lovely in itself." 

The book, as a result, helps you tread 
the line between "when to not do very 
much, and when to do very much” 
Each chapter is grounded by a 



moment in time, a memory of a place, 
a season, as well as a single, or set of, 
ingredients. "Each menu is its own 
little world," says Diana. 

"One of the main reasons I cook is to 
go back to places; or go to places," she 
explains. Diana, now London-based 
with two sons of her own, travels a lot 
(Russia is a current focus), but didn't 
as one of four children growing up in 
Northern Ireland ("The way I travelled 
was by reading, and by cooking - I so 
wanted to go elsewhere, desperately"). 

"It seems crazy, but in the mid- 
Seventies, you couldn't get peppers 
and aubergines in Northern Ireland - 
those were exotic" she says. 

Aged 15, she went abroad for the first 
time - to France on an exchange trip, 
where a boy taught her to make 

perfectly lacy crepes (she still 
has the recipe written on blue 
airmail paper and it's recreated 
in the book, with added 
sauteed apple and caramel), 
before years of Easters spent in 
Normandy and Brittany 
followed. 

Diana trained at Leiths 
Cookery School, and worked 
in TV, but considers herself a 
home cook. 

Her recipes often develop as ways to 
solve problems - for instance, when 
you're having people over and one of 
your dishes requires a lot of effort (like 
Diana's apricot tart: "It's one of my 
favourite things"), or howto surround 
it with plates that are simple (like her 
courgette fritters hot out of the pan, 
and roast chicken with lemon). 

"It's about having a little bit of 
thought." 

And no one's food is more 
thoughtful than Diana's.

IT IS World Malbec Day next week 
(April 17) and I'm giving you 
advance warning in case you 
want to nip out and buy a card or 
order some flowers. 

World Malbec Day does exactly 
what it says on the tin. It's a day 
to celebrate malbec wine. 

It is organised by Wines of 
Argentina, the country which has 
championed malbec for many 
years. But did you know that 
France is the traditional home of 
the malbec grape? Possibly not. 

Many grape varieties such as 
malbec have their roots on the 
continent. Migrants leaving 
Europe (known as the Old World 
in wine-speak) to live in the New 
World (wine-speak for places like 
New Zealand, Australia, South 
Africa and the Americas) took 
grapes with them to cultivate

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further afield. Malbec was first 
planted in Argentina from the 
mid-1850s. 

Enough of the history 
lesson... pour a glass to mark 
World Malbec Day. 

■ Trapiche Pure Malbec

price for a lovely deep, 
fruity-rich malbec from 
Argentina.

For the pastry: 250g plain flour, 
plus more to dust; 150g chilled 
unsalted butter, chopped; Good 
pinch of sea salt flakes; 1 egg yolk;

1. To make the pastry, put 
the flour, butter and salt into 
a food processor and whizz 
until the mixture resembles 
breadcrumbs. Mix the yolk 
with half a tablespoon of very 
cold water, add it and whizz 
again. The pastry should 
come together into a ball. 
Wrap it in cling film and 
allow to rest in the fridge for 
20 minutes, then roll out on a 





lightly floured surface and 
use to line a 23cm loose- 
bottomed tart tin. Prick the 
bottom with a fork, then chill 
in the fridge or freezer until 
cold and firm. 

2. Preheat the oven to 
180°C/350°F/gas mark 4 and 
put in a metal baking sheet 
to heat up. Line the pastry 
with greaseproof paper and 
fill with baking beans. Bake 
the pastry case, on the hot 
baking sheet, for 14 minutes 
- remove paper and beans 
after seven. Leave to cool. 

3. Plunge the tomatoes into 
boiling water for 20 seconds, 
then remove. Skin, halve, 
deseed and cut the flesh into 
slivers. Heat the butter and 
olive oil in a frying pan and 
cook the onion and tomatoes 
until soft but not coloured. 
Add the garlic, season and 
continue to cook until you 
have a thick puree. Taste. It

bit of sugar and a squeeze of 
lemon juice. The puree 
should be dry, not at all wet.

3. Fold in the rest of the flour, 
the almonds and the baking 
powder. Scrape into the tin. 
Toss the gooseberries with 
five tablespoons of sugar and 
spread over the top. 

4. Bake for 30 minutes. The 
cake is ready when a skewer 
inserted into the centre 
comes out clean. 

5. To make the syrup, heat 
the granulated sugar, lemon 
juice and lemon thyme 
leaves in a saucepan, stirring 
to help the sugar dissolve. 
Pierce the cake all over with 
a skewer while it is still warm 
and pour the syrup into it. 


Leave to cool a little, then 
carefully remove from the tin 
and put on a serving plate. 

6. For the poached 
gooseberries, heat 175ml of 
water, the granulated sugar 
and lemon thyme together in 
a saucepan, stirring until the 
sugar has dissolved. Add the 
gooseberries and cook over a 
medium heat for four 
minutes, or until the fruit is 
soft but not collapsing (most 
of the berries should hold 
their shape). Leave to cool. 

7. Any thyme flowers you 
have will look lovely on top 
of the cake. You can leave it 
as it is, or dust with icing 
sugar before serving, with 
sweetened creme fraiche or 
whipped cream and poached 
gooseberries on the side.

Arlington, which has a number of 
other attractions, including the 
famous Arlington National Cemetery, 
the iconic Iwo Jima statue, with 
American Marines hoisting the flag, 
in memory of their heroic action in 
the Pacific in World War Two. 

Not to mention America's five¬ 
sided defence HQ, the Pentagon, 
which has a limited number of 
high-security, hour-long tours, which 
have to be booked well in advance. 

Outside is the Pentagon Memorial, 
which is touching in its simplicity

and design. 

In the near two-acre plot are 
exactly 184 elegantly designed, 
one-sided benches. They 
represent each of the 
individuals killed when 
American Airlines' Flight 77 was 
forced, by terrorists on board, to 
crash into the Pentagon on 
September 11, 2001. 

A shallow, lit-up trough of running 
water is underneath each bench. All 
are equally spaced and point the 
same way. Poignant, peaceful, and 
very moving for the thousands of 
visitors who are free to come here 
seven days a week. 

Arlington Cemetery may not sound 
a great draw, but it is, believe me. It's 
accepted that Americans do noise 
very well, but the quiet reverence of 
all is quickly noted. After spending a 
couple of hours there, the animated 
chatter of people funnelling out of 
the exit is an audible sign that life 
goes on, despite the fact that you 
have just seen 400,000 neatly 
arranged graves - all the same size, 
all equally spaced - on the hillside 
overlooking Washington. 

Ironically, the cemetery is on the 


Y OU can never take Mother 
Nature for granted - and 
that's the beauty of it. 

A tough winter or a bout 
of cold weather at this time 
of year can mean a late blossoming of 
typical spring blooms in your garden 
or local park. It's disappointing, but 
not disastrous. 

But when you've travelled more 
than 3,500 miles across the Atlantic 
to Washington DC, it's pretty 
devastating to miss out on the pink 
profusion of the capital city's 
National Cherry Blossom Festival. 

What should have been a swathe of 
pink around DC's Tidal Basin is 
simply a tree-lined walkway of buds, 
some about to pop, but most waiting 
for warmer weather. 

With heavy snow and a cold snap 
in March - a 'Beast from the Nor' 

East,' in their case - it's little wonder 
that the buds are reluctant to put on a 
show. 

When my wife and I were there last 
week, just a couple of cherry trees 
were anywhere near a state of 
readiness for the 'Big Bloom'. That 
show is now predicted to happen this 
weekend onwards, with peak bloom 
time between April 8 and 12. All in 
the hands of Mother Nature. 

When it happens, it brings 
excitement and delight to DC 
residents, tourists from the rest of 
America and the 'international 
brigade,' who flock to see the amazing 
'Ring Of Pink' spectacular. The 
linked-up canopy forms a complete 
circle above the walkway round the 
famous Tidal Basin, just off the 
Potomac River in the heart of DC. 

Over the key period, more than 1.5 
million visitors stroll round the basin, 
with founding father Thomas 
Jefferson keeping an eye on things 
from the vantage point of his nearby 
marble mausoleum. 

The Cherry Blossom Festival began 
back in 1912 when the Japanese gave 
a gift of 3,000 trees, thanks to the 
enthusiasm of writer Eliza Scidmore 
and Helen Taft, wife of President 
William Howard Taft. They dreamed 
of creating a blossom arbor for the 
capital city, and chose the rough and 
swampy Tidal Basin, transforming it 
into the wonderful walkway it is 
today. The festival was formalised in 
1927, and 91 years on it's still going 
strong, culminating in a parade next 
Saturday (April 14), and a river 
festival on the Sunday. 

Apart from the cherry spectacle, 


everything you could wish to see as a 
tourist is in close proximity to the 
Tidal Basin. The famous Washington 
Monument, the Mall, with its hugely 
impressive Abraham Lincoln 
Memorial at one end, Capital Hill 
and Congress at the other. On each 
side are the war memorials - World 
War Two, Korea, Vietnam - and the 
wonders of the Smithsonian 
Museums. All free to the visitor, as 
they should be. 

Across the Potomac River is 
another 'jewel' - the county of 


estate owned by former Confederate 
leader Robert E Lee, his home still 
standing, almost defiantly, on the 
crest of the hill. 

The Arlington area is also a great 
place to stay, with hotels around 25 
per cent cheaper than DC itself, and 
amazingly quick access to the tourist 
hot spots of DC and surrounds 
guaranteed. 

Not for nothing is the Arlington 
tourism mantra: 'Proximity and 
value'. It might add: 'National 
attractions with a local vibe! 

After the hurly burly of the 
capital city, in 20 minutes you can 
be away from it all, using the city's 
Metro underground, and in the 
neighbourly, small-town 
communities which have all the 
amenities of a major urban centre 
without the hassle. 

We stayed at the brand-new, 
well-appointed Homewood Suites by 
Hilton Arlington, which provides an 
inclusive, hearty breakfast. 

It also has a shuttle service to 
nearby restaurants and shopping 
centres, and to Rosslyn Metro 
Station, just five minutes away and 
just six stops from the Smithsonian 
heart of DC. 

If you want a touch of on-hand 
nature, you can do the short walks 
through the woods on Theodore 
Roosevelt Island in the middle of the 
Potomac River. It's all there to see 
and to savour, even if you miss the 
cherry blossom display.

HEN Britain's King 
Edward VIII fell in love 
with stylish two time 
American 


divorcee 

Wallis Simpson it sent 
shockwaves through 
the country and led 
to him relinquishing 
the crown. 

The 42-year-old 
royal abdicated in 
1936, telling the 
nation in his famous 
radio broadcast: 

"I have found it 
impossible to carry 
the heavy burden of 
responsibility and to 
discharge my duties 
as King as I would 
wish to do without 
the help and support 
of the woman I love.” 

But his American 
love, born Bessie 
Wallis Warfield in 
Pennsylvania, warned 
him beforehand: "I am so anxious for 
you not to abdicate and I think the 
fact that you do is going to put me in 
the wrong light to the entire world 
because they will say that I could 
have prevented it." 

Edward gave her an emerald 
engagement ring from Cartier and 
the couple eventually married in 
lune, 1937, and became known as the 
Duke and Duchess of Windsor. The 
royal romance and abdication made 
her one of the most talked about 
women in the world at that time, but 
the American socialite once said: 
"You have no idea how hard it is to 
live out a great romance.” 

Hollywood star Grace Kelly was 
also born in Pennsylvania and found 
fame in movies such as High Society, 
High Noon and Hitchcock films To 
Catch A Thief, Rear Window and Dial 
M For Murder. 

She gave up her acting career when 
she fell in love with Prince Rainier of 
Monaco and married him at a lavish 
ceremony in April, 1956. 

"When I married Prince Rainier, I 
married the man and not what he 
represented or what he was. I fell in 
love with him without giving a 
thought to anything else,” 
she later said. 

Her wedding dress was 
designed by Helen Rose, 
who worked at the MGM 
movie studio, and featured 
25 yards of silk taffeta, 100 
yards of silk net and a lace 
veil strewn with thousands of 
tiny pearls. Wedding guests 
included film stars such as 
Gloria Swanson, David Niven 
and Ava Gardner. 

The wedding made 
headlines around the world, 
but the blonde beauty once 
pointed out: "The idea of my 
life as a fairy tale is itself a fairy 
tale.” 

The royal couple went on 
to have three children and 
remained together until Grace's 
tragic death in a car accident in 
Monaco in 1982. Prince Rainier 
later opened a public rose 
garden in memory of his

Edward VIII gave up his claim to the English

American-born wife. Roses were her 
favourite flowers. 

Hollywood star Rita Hayworth 
stole the heart of a royal prince in the 
1940s. The actress, who was once 
nicknamed the Love Goddess, 
married five times saying: "All I 


wanted was just what everybody else 
wants, you know, to be loved." 

The star of films like Gilda and Pal 
loey was married to director and 
actor Orson Welles before tying the 
knot with Prince Aly Khan - husband 
number three - on May 27,1949.

The couple had a daughter,

to-be Meghan Markle as they 
prepared a roast chicken dinner at 
his cottage home in the grounds of 
Kensington Palace. 

The Suits actress will marry her 
Prince on May 19 at St George's 
Chapel in Windsor Castle and they 
have already announced that their 
wedding cake with be a lemon and 
elderflower cake decorated with fresh 
spring blooms and baked by Claire 
Ptak, owner of the east London Violet 
Cakes bakery. 

They will also be surrounded by 
white garden roses, peonies and 
foxgloves on their big day in displays 
created by floral designer Philippa 
Craddock. 

Meghan and Harry met on a blind 
date set up by a mutual friend in 
London. Meghan said: "The only 
thing that I had asked her when she 
said she wanted to set us up was 
'Well, is he nice?' Because if he 
wasn't kind, then it didn't seem like it 
would make sense. 

"So we met for a drink then, I think, 
very quickly into that we said, 'What 
are we doing tomorrow?

WHIP UP DELICIOUS DECOR 
TOUCHES IN THE KITCHEN 

Soften the harshness of hard surfaces 
and straight lines in a kitchen with 
tiling or glass. 

Says Kate: "This is a room you're 
going to be in every day. 

"It needs to reflect your 
personality and make you 
happy. Introduce some 
pattern (and colour) to the 
splash back. 

"Think delft or geometric 
design tiles. Lay plain metro 
tiles in a brick or 
herringbone formation and 
add coloured grout or 
consider glass for tiles, which 
these days comes in lots of 

colours. In short, have 
some fun. 

"Another 
option's a large 
piece of foxed 
mirror.

"Most of us know what we like to 
wear, but many of us are paralysed 
with indecision when it comes to 
dressing our houses," says Kate. "It's 
actually the same as getting dressed. 

"First, check out the colours of your 
clothes in your wardrobe. If you're 
comfortable wearing those colours, 
you'll be comfortable living in a 
similar palette choice. It's that simple. 

"Next think about the proportions 
you'll use the colours in. The idea is 
basically 60% one colour, 30% another, 
and 10% for the finishing touches. 


"Pick perhaps a neutral 
for the largest area, your 
walls. In clothes terms, 
that's the main item you're 
choosing to wear that day. Choose a 
second colour for the largest piece of 
furniture, say a sofa. This is your top or 
jacket. 

"Add some pattern in the 
form of cushions: your 
earrings or necklace. 

"The accessories - rugs 
and armchairs - are the 
final colour: your shoes and 
bag." 

■ QUICK FIX: Green is 
the colour of the 
moment, whether it's 
plants - real or faux - or 
paint.

A signature item may 
always feature in your 
outfit - flamboyant 
earrings, cool socks, or a 
tiny tattoo - extend the 
same principle to a room.

love it every single day and it looks 
perfect with the dark grey walls and 
splashes of pink that accessorise my 
sitting room. 

"That's the 'wow' factor in that 
room, which gives that space it's 
personality and turns it from tasteful 
into fun and witty and cool." 

■ QUICK FIX: Don't overthink 
when choosing this signature piece 
- if you spend ages fretting over 
whether it goes with a colour 
scheme, or looking for something 


that 'fits', it defeats the purpose. If 
your gut says you love it, then 
that's the piece for you! 

WORK THE WALLS AND SLEEP IN STYLE 

Use a fake wall and a funky feature 
wall to create a calm space. 

"Bear in mind that the bedhead, or 
wall behind the bed will only show 
when you enter the room," says Kate. 

"You can be flamboyant there with 
colour or wallpaper because you 
won't be looking at it while lying in 


bed reading or sleeping. What's 
crucial is the wall at the end of the 
bed, as it'll be one of the first things 
you see when you open your eyes in 
the morning. Don't follow my 
example. We have a copy of a drawing 
by artist Tracey Emin of Kate Moss. 
Nude. This is what hangs on the wall 
at the end of our bed. It's not 
completely ideal to wake up to, I will 
say!" 

■ QUICK FIX: If you decide on a 
pale colour, try wrapping the whole 


room in it: skirting boards 
radiators, doors and 
even the ceiling. This 
will not only blur the 
edges, which will 
make the space feel 
larger, but also create 
a calming effect.

S pring never lets you 
down. Ever year, no 
matter how harsh the 
winter has been, it 
eventually gives over 
to a time of exuberant 
flowering. It doesn't 
matter what your own 
garden looks like, especially if you 
haven't had a chance to get out yet, 
our green and pleasant land will 
soon start to sparkle. 

One of the first places this 
happens is with trees - stems and 
branches that have been grey for 
months suddenly burst forth with 
magical profusions of colour. 

Trees are good for us - they clean 
the air, produce oxygen and then 
provide the joy of colour, none more 
so than the spring flowering trees. 
Over the next two months cherry, 
plum and apple trees will put on 
their annual show. In Japan, this 
season is celebrated every year with 
the Hanami festival - people picnic 
under the blossom trees and spend 
time with family admiring nature at 
its best. 

It is one of nature's events that can 
be all too fleeting so it's good to take 
time out to enjoy the blossoms. Visit 
your local park or walk around the 
neighbourhood over the next month 
so you can enjoy them before they 
are gone. 

Better still, plant one in your own 
garden. 

The flowering cherries are vast in 
variety but it's best to choose wisely 
for the average-sized garden as 
some need a lot of space with their 
broad canopies. 

Prunus 'Little Pink Perfection' is a 
gorgeous dwarf cherry with showy 
pink blossoms and would be happy 
in a container. 'Amanogawa' is the 
slim upright version - not to 
everyone's taste but fantastic in 
limited space. For an elegant 
weeping version for a small space, 
Cheal's weeping cherry is good. 

In May our hedgerows will be 
replete with white flowering 
hawthorn. There's a lovely cultivated 
version called Paul's Scarlet which 
has pretty reddish pink double 
blossoms and forms a neat rounded 
tree, ideal in a lawn or front garden. 

The brilliant thing about the 
crataegus genus is that they will 
grow in most soils, aspects and in 
sun or shade, by the sea or the inner 
city. 

The snowy mespilus, 

Amelanchier lamarckii Ballerina, is 
either grown as a small tree or a

multi-stemmed shrub. 

Either way, it's an elegant 
specimen with lots of large white 
flowers in spring and grows to 
around 4.5m. It also earns its keep 
by putting on a vibrant autumnal 
display 

It prefers neutral to acidic soil. 

Prunus mume Beni-chidori is the 
Japanese apricot and it’s a delightful 
early performer with deep pink 
almond-scented flowers on bare 
stems. 

However, the harsh temperatures 
and frosts this year will have been 
tough for it so it’s best planted with a 
little bit of shelter. 

I've been checking the grey hairy 
buds of my magnolia Leonard 
Messel - they don't look damaged 


and I can't wait for their fabulous 
display. 

This variety is excellent because it 
is less affected by frost damage than 
other magnolias and remains a 
compact overall size. Its flowers are 
large, pink and scented, making this 
a magnolia of beauty. I'm also 
looking forward to seeing how the 
fairy magnolia does this spring as I 
only planted it last year. 

This is a new introduction, an 
evergreen shrub with lots of buds 
along the stems, making it an 
extremely free flowering variety. 

Finally, crab apples are one of the 
best trees for small gardens, 
providing good all-year-round 
interest in blossom and fruit. 

They don't cast too much shade 


and are good for wildlife. 

Favourites here include 
'Evereste' which has white flowers 
followed by orange fruit that can 
stay on the tree until December, and 
'Rudolphe' which has rosy pink 
flowers paired with juvenile purple 
foliage. 

Brogdale, home of the national 
fruit tree collection in Faversham, 
Kent, celebrates Hanami in April, 
inviting you to picnic and tour the 
orchards. If you visit on April 14 you 
can enjoy a full Japanese 
experience. 

It will be showcasing Japanese 
cultural demos including 
drumming and sword displays and 
a Japanese tea ceremony. Guests 
can try calligraphy and origami, tour 
the orchards and buy Japanese food.

■ INCREASED light levels mean 
house plants start to wake up so 
they will need more watering. 

Some, such as citrus plants, will be 
desperate for a feed too. 

■ LIFT and divide perennials - it's 
good to do hostas before they come 
into leaf. 

■ FEED roses and other flower beds 
with general fertiliser such as 
chicken pellets or well rotted 
farmyard manure. 

■ PRUNE penstemons back to their 
base - leaving the growth on over

the winter will have helped to 
protect the plant from frost. 

■ SEED sowing has been delayed 
with the late frosts but should be in 
full swing in April once the 
ground has heated up to 
6°C. 


■ DEPENDING on the 
weather in your area, 
it'll soon be time for 
the first lawn cut. 
Remember to keep the 


blade higher for the first cut and 
apply a high nitrogen fertiliser to 
give turf a boost. 

■ CLIMBING roses are starting to 
put out shoots - tie them on to 
supports. The best way is to connect 
stem and support using twine or 
string in a figure of eight which 
allows movement for the 
stem as it grows. 

■ TAKE softwood 
fuchsia cuttings and 
place them in a heated 
propagator or cover 
them up with polythene. 
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ASK DIARMUID 


Q CAN you tell me what's 
wrong with this shrub? 
It looks completely dead, 
has no leaves and there 
are orange spots along 
the twigs. The rest of the 
hedge is fine. 

The garden has been 
guite waterlogged over 
the winter - do you think 
that could have caused it? 

Mrs Jenkins 

A THE orange spots are 
a fungus called Nectria 
cinnabarina, also known 
as coral spot. It causes 
die back in shrubs and 


you're best off removing 
the whole plant now. 

Don't compost it as you 
don't want to be 
spreading a fungus later 
on. The underlying 
problem may well be 
waterlogged soil which 
weakened the shrub - it 
looks like a laurel hedge 
and these are usually 
pretty good in most 
conditions, except badly 
drained soil. 

So, if you can tackle this 
problem, that will be the 
best prevention of further 
damage in the future.

PIERIS JAPONICA 'PASSION' 

PIERIS is an ever-popular 
spring shrub, the most widely 
planted being 'Forest Flame' 
with its red juvenile foliage and 
white flowers. 

But this week I encountered 
a cultivar I hadn't come across 
before - 'Passion' - and was 
really taken with it. The flowers 
are a deep pink purple, which 


drip in elegant bunches 
against a fresh evergreen 
backdrop, creating a wonderful 
contrast. 

Pieris is an acid lover so 
it's happy planted among 
camellias and rhodos if you 
have the right soil. It will look 
really elegant in a terracotta 
pot using ericaceous compost. 
Situate in dappled shade.

B ig is beautiful as the old saying goes 
and for Volkswagen when it comes 
to their big Amarok pick-up truck 
changing its engine from a two-litre 
to a more powerful three-litre V6 
diesel has to pay dividends. 

It certainly does for those pick-up drivers 
wanting to tow heavier loads, such as trailing 
big boats or caravans behind for leisure 
pursuits or pulling large farm machinery and 
the like for work purposes. 

The extra horsepower definitely makes all 
the difference too whilst driving off-road 
across really rough farm tracks full of deep- 
rutted, muddy and rain-sodden crevices and 
easily coping with all the punishment 
administered on test here. 

There’s a choice of outputs with either 
201bhp or 217bhp from the remarkably

quiet and refined three-litre oil burner as 
there is with the gearbox - either an eight- 
speed automatic (as on the test model here) 
or the more conventional six-speed manual - 
and the choice has to be the former in my 
view which proved to be so efficient 
automatically changing up and down 
whether off-road or driving on normal roads. 

It really is the best combination mainly 
because long gone, thankfully, are the old 
style of big automatic gearboxes which were 
rather cumbersome to use, lacked any true 
finesse and were rather slow and clunky 
sounding in changing gears up and down. 

This latest eight-speed gearbox is totally 
different and is so easy and responsive to 
use that it takes all the traditional hard work 
of a manual box away when changing gears. 

Both engine output models have VW’s 
renown 4MOTION all-wheel-drive with self¬ 
locking Torsen centre differential for extra 
traction and better driveability off-road. 

There’s also a choice of three trim levels - 
Trendline, Highline (tested here) and 
Aventura - and all are exceptionally well 
equipped when compared to rival pick-ups. 

For example the Highline, which sits on 
18-inch alloy wheels, has anti-lock braking, 
anti-slip regulation, electronic differential, 
trailer stabilisation, hill start and hill descent 
along with extras like Bi-Xenon headlamps, 
leather seat trim and heated front seats 
amongst others. 

At the end of the day though pick-ups are 
all about load carrying and towing capacity 


and in this respect the Amarok scores well 
with a wide load bed of some 2.5 square 
metres - enough to take on a Euro pallet - 
and capable of towing a 3,000kg trailer. 

Owners wanting to cover up their load 
area have a choice too with either a soft or 
hardtop tonneau and like all VW cars and 
commercials today there’s a high level of 
standard safety kit onboard. 

This includes front/side head airbags, an 
automatic post-collision braking system and 
more while cruise control, climatronic air 
conditioning system and front and rear 
parking sensors along with that important 
rear view camera which is a great driver aid 
when reversing such a big bus. 

The interior of the cab is so car-like with 
comfortable seats, plenty of head and leg 



room front and rear while for the driver 
there’s a typical VW style dashboard and 
control layout that includes a 6.3-inch touch 
screen with all the information easy to read 
at a glance along with a leather multi¬ 
function steering wheel. 

After the Amarok had been put through a 
severe off-road test, which is came through 
with flying colours, out on the normal roads 
it was also impressive with that V6 diesel 
engine remarkably smooth and refined at 
speed. 

It’s overall ride was firm yet comfortable 
and it coped well with our increasing 
potholed road surfaces with the only minor 
blip being some noticeable wind noise from 
the wing mirrors at speed. 

With such a big three-litre engine under 
the bonnet fuel economy is not going to be 
one of the Amarok’s major plus points - it 
achieved 28.8mpg on test which compares to 
the official combined figure of 36.2mpg. Top 
speed is 114mph but it sits quite 
comfortably at motorway speeds where that 
automatic box comes into its own when 
there’s the need for overtaking slower traffic. 

Such a big, quality kitted pick-up truck is 
not cheap with the Highline automatic 
tested coming in at £29,995 (excluding VAT) 
and £35,995 (including VAT) but as always 
you get what you pay for and in this respect 
the Amarok is good value for money for 
motorists looking for an impressive and 
reliable big pick-up truck with a bit of 
panache.

A s limited edition 
models go they 
don’t come much 
more exclusive than 
the Morgan Aero 
GT. Just eight versions of the 
high performance sports car 
will be made, marking the 
end of Aero 8 production at 
Morgan’s Pickersleigh Road 
factory in Malvern, 
Worcestershire. 

Each will be built to 
individual customer 
specification and the first 
model has just rolled off the 
line, destined for Revolutions 
Morgan, of Perth in Scotland. 

The Aero GT will be the 
final Morgan to feature the 
naturally aspirated BMW 
N62 V8 engine also used in 
the Aero 8. 

Developing 367bhp it gives 
the Aero GT a 0 to 60 time of 
4.5 seconds and a top speed 
of 170mph. Fuel economy is 
rated at 23mpg with 
emissions of 282g/km. 

Each model will be built 


with Morgan’s latest 
adjustable suspension and 
come with manual 
transmission. 

The Aero GT is priced from 
£120,000 and had its world 
debut only a month ago at 
the Geneva Motor Show 
where it was revealed 
alongside the Plus 8 50 
Anniversary - another 
limited run model of which 
50 will be produced.

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T he £76 million 
Toyota recently 
splashed out 
revamping the Yaris 
looks money well 
spent as the new Bi-tone 
model hits the right note 
with an eye-catching exterior 
and modern interior. 

The supermini has come a 
long way from the original 
launched in 1999 and is now 
a stylish, modern motor with 
bundles of appeal for young 
and old alike. 

Toyota has resisted the 
urge to bulk up the Yaris, 
unlike some competitors, 
and this gives it two 
advantages. 

Firstly, it is nippy and fun 
to drive thanks to a lack of 
unnecessary flab and second 
it is easy to slot into those 
tight city centre parking 
spaces. Built in France since 
2001, refinement is a given 
as the cabin has received a 
thorough reboot with 
efficient sound-proofing and 
anything resembling cheap, 
shiny plastics removed. 

There is also a marked step 


up in the amount of kit 
provided. 

All versions of the Yaris 
include Toyota Safety Sense 
which boasts natty features 
to keep you out of trouble - 
although the warning beeps 
from the lane departure alert 
are a little quick to deploy so 
can be a bit annoying - as 
well as power front windows, 
rain-sensing wipers, 
Bluetooth and an audio 
system with six speakers. 

There are six trims 
available with all being 
family-friendly five-door 
models. The £17,595 range¬ 
topping Bi-tone version 
sports a seven-inch 
touchscreen that dominates 
the dashboard. The Toyota 
Touch 2 multimedia system 
features a simple to use sat 
nav that is easy on the eye as 
well as housing controls for 
the air con and social media 
apps. 

Thanks to its upright 
stance the Yaris offers a 
surprising amount of space 
for all occupants and their 
luggage while three adults 


can be accommodated in 
rear of this supermini 
without risking crush 
injuries. A decent driving 
position is a cinch to sort out 
and there are plenty of cup 
holders and cubby holes for 
your nik-naks. 

It is clearly aimed at 
capturing the youth vote as 
it is a fashion conscious 


individual with an exterior 
boasting LED daytime 
running lights, 16-inch alloy 
wheels, rear spoiler, piano 
black side mouldings and a 
honeycombe grille. There is 
also a distinctive ‘X’ that 
runs from the bumpers 
through the Toyota badge to 
the headlights. 

Sharp angles and sleek 


design are complemented by 
contrasting paint jobs with 
four choices available for the 
Bi tone including Nebula 
Blue, Tokyo Red, Glacier 
Pearl White and Platinum 
Bronze. These are partnered 
by a black finish for the 
pillars and roof. 

It makes an instant 
impression and is mirrored 



inside by matching trims for 
the door panels and 
dashboard while the seat 
upholstery mirrors the Bi¬ 
tone shade. 

Under the bonnet lurks 
Toyota’s latest 1.5-litre petrol 
powerplant - aided and 
abetted by a six-speed 
manaual gearbox - which is 
nippy without setting 
anyone’s hair on fire. It is 
reasonably efficient with a 
claimed fuel economy figure 
of 58.9mpg which in the real 
world comes in at around 50, 
while carbon dioxide 
emissions are 112g/km. 
There’s also a three-cylinder 
petrol 1.0-litre model and a 
hybrid version. 

The Yaris offers an 
engaging drive with good 
levels of grip and decent 
handling characteristics 
while the new suspension 
handles most of the humps 
and hollows put in its path. 

The supermini sector is 
incredibly competitive, but 
Toyota have supplied the 
right ingredients to make the 
latest Yaris a tasty offering.

Q2'S CROSSOVER CHIC 


T he Q2 is the newest 
and smallest 
member of Audi’s 
SUV range and aims 
to offer some 

German crossover chic in a 
more compact package than 
the Q3, Q5 and Q7. It also 
broadens the premium 
German marque’s appeal, 
targeting younger buyers 
with some sharp design 
language, a range of 
personalisation options and 
an array of brightly coloured 
paint jobs with names like 
Tango Red, Ara Blue, Coral 
Orange and Vegas Yellow. 

This is bold territory 
indeed by normally reserved 
Audi standards, although the 
two different shades of black, 
two whites and three greys 
available should also keep 
the traditionalists happy. 

Whatever the colour, 
however, there is no denying 
that the Q2 is one of the 
more distinctive models in 
Audi’s extensive stable. 

A raised ride height, bold 
grille and muscular bumpers 
provide the fashionable SUV 
touches but are fused with a 
sloping coupe-style roof and 
rising shoulder line, which is 


emphasised by a striking 
angular section scooped out 
of the doors. 

The key distinguishing 
feature, though, is the 
contrasting colour detail of 
the broad rear pillar, which 
is configurable in four 
different shades, depending 
on specification. 

This, coupled with a range 
of interior upholstery 


choices, inlays and ambient 
lighting options, creates a 
range of personalisation 
possibilities which, although 
not in the same league as a 
MINI, offer plenty of 
opportunity to make the Q2 
very much your own. 

Power comes from the 
familiar Audi range of 1.0, 1.4 
and 2.0-litre TFSI petrol 
engines as well as 1.6 and 


2.0-litre diesels. The 2.0-litres 
are both paired with the 
quattro all-wheel drive 
system and a seven-speed S- 
tronic automatic 
transmission. 

The others can be had with 
either the automatic or a 
smooth six-speed manual 
gearbox, the exception being 
the 1.0-litre, which is only 
available as a manual. 


This three-cylinder unit 
aims to offer diesel-like fuel 
economy - more than 55mpg 
is the claimed average - 
while using turbo power to 
maintain performance levels. 

It proves punchy and lively 
in urban traffic, actually 
feeling a little nippier than 
the 0-62mph time of 10.1 
seconds might suggest, and 
has enough puff to keep up 
on the motorway. 

Progressive power steering 
makes for some responsive, 
nimble handling with a 
stiffened chassis offering 
good body control and flat 
cornering while still keeping 
the ride the right side of 
comfortable - making the Q2 
an enjoyable and easy car to 
drive. 

Inside, the odd bit of 
scratchy plastic belies the 
fact that this is one of Audi’s 
cheaper models but 
generally the quality is still 
superior to most rivals in the 
Q2’s class. 

Space is adequate rather 
than generous, with three 
adults in the back being a bit 
of a squeeze and rear head 
and legroom a little tight, 
while at 405 litres the boot is 


about average for the class 
and we found that a full 
week’s shopping overflowed 
onto the back seat. 

The dashboard is pretty 
much lifted out of the A3 and 
incorporates a seven-inch 
multimedia display 
controlled via a rotary dial 
and shortcut switches in the 
centre console. 

Mid-range Sport trim also 
gets Bluetooth, Apple and 
Android smartphone 
connectivity, digital radio, 
cruise control, automatic 
lights and wipers, rear 
parking sensors and 
automatic emergency 
braking with pedestrian 
detection. 

Typically of Audi, however, 
many of the more desirable 
features, such as a reversing 
camera, are only available as 
options and add-ons will 
soon bump up the price if 
you’re not careful. 

Plenty of buyers, though, 
will be happy to shell out the 
readies for the kudos that the 
brand brings and it surely 
won’t be long before the Q2 
is as common on our roads 
as its many popular 
stablemates.

Chiassaro deflated 
as dream is dashed 


Paralympian suffers puncture in final on Games debut 


HARLOW Paralympian Richard 
Chiassaro saw his Common¬ 
wealth Games medal hopes fall 
flat as he suffered a puncture in 
the T54 1500m final on the Gold 
Coast. 

Chiassaro won his heat with a 
time of 3min 05.76sec and was full 
of confidence going into Tues¬ 
day’s showcase event, which fea¬ 
tured home favourite Kurt 
Fearnley in his last race for Aus¬ 
tralia. 

“We’ve been working on racing 


on the outside to stay out of 
trouble when you are travelling in 
the pack,” said Chiassaro after 
the heat. 

“I was just under 23mph at the 
end so I know I have that kick at 
the end. The focus was on getting 
all three of us [England team¬ 
mates Nathan Maguire and Dillon 
Labrooy] through safely and it 
was good practice for the final.” 

However, that final was to end 
in bitter disappointment for the 
36-year-old, who was making his 


Commonwealth debut after claim¬ 
ing bronze in the T54 200m at the 
2017 World Para Athletics Cham¬ 
pionships. 

“My tyre exploded after 300m -1 
couldn’t believe it,” he said.

“I tried to hold my pace, but 
over the last 300m I just couldn’t 
keep it going. 

“The chair wasn’t holding the 
bend properly. 

“It could have been anything 


that caused it, I just don’t know, 
it’s never happened to me before. 

“I’m a bit gutted as I know the 
sorts of times I can do, but it’s just 
one of those things.” 

Chiassaro also said he felt priv¬ 
ileged to share the track with the 
legend Kurt Fearnley, who ended 
up winning silver with a time of 
3:11.92. 

Canadian Alexander Dupont 
took gold in 3:11.75 after sweeping 
round the outside of Chiassaro, 
who had led the first lap, and the 


rest of the field. 

■ THERE was disappointment 
for Harlow Athletic Club’s 
Andrew Osagie who made an 
early exit from the Gold Coast 
after failing to qualify in his 800m 
heat. 

Osagie, who finished fifth in 
1:48.20 said: “It’s just disappoint¬ 
ing. 

“I didn’t go with the change of 
pace. 

“I don’t have any excuses, I just 
didn’t execute my race.” 


Harlow striker Strike ready to pursue his goals 



Harlow’s Tim Strike is hoping 
to rise up the football ranks 


A TEENAGE striker with a 
passion for football has shown 
his flair for the sport by being 
called up for Harlow FC’s under- 
23 team - having just turned 17. 

Tim Strike has gradually risen 
up the ranks, and first played for 
Develop FC when he was six. 

The former Passmores 
Academy pupil also turned out 
for Parsloe Athletic and Risden 
Wood, before joining Harlow’s 
U18s. 

And now he has been selected 
for the U23 team, Strike hopes to 
continue his progress, 
harbouring a dream to one day 
play for England. 


There is no shortage of 
sporting talent in the Strike 
household as his mother, Anne 
Wafula Strike, is a Paralympic 
wheelchair racer. 

She is understandably 
immensely proud of her son’s 
achievements. 

“He’s loved football since he 
could walk and his passion has 
increased,” she said. 

“Tim didn’t go to a football 
academy and he had the 
opportunity to play different 
sports. 

“At an earlier age he stood out 
as a promising cricketer and 
cyclist and also tried athletics, 


but his heart and passion has 
been in football.” 

Anna, who made history by 
becoming the first person from 
Sub Saharan Africa to compete 
in wheelchair racing at the 2004 
Paralympic Games in Athens, 
added: “When he got the invite 
for the U23s he was like, ‘mum, 
dad, do you think they got my 
age wrong?”’ 

Tim is currently studying 
sport at Hertford Regional 
College. 

“His aspiration is to become a 
professional football player, but 
he understands that education is 
very important for every athlete 


to have as that something extra 
in the bag,” added Anna, who 
added Harlow Town were very 
supportive of their young talent. 

Shan Toms, Harlow’s U18 
assistant manager, said: “Since 
joining the team, Tim has really 
progressed and has become an 
integral player. 

“His enthusiasm, work rate 
and physicality are key 
attributes to his game. 

“Tim has recently been called 
up to play for the U23s after 
some good performances, and 
bearing in mind he is only 17 I’m 
sure he will continue to progress 
with his football.” 


Harten helps 
England to 
historic win 

HARLOW netball player Jo 
Harten played a key role as 
England made history at the 
Gold Coast Commonwealth 
Games by racking up their first 
ever win over New Zealand at 
the event. 

Harten, who plays 
professionally in Australia, was 
on fire a she sank goals at 
regular intervals in Wednesday’s 
54-45 victory to top Pool B and go 
through to the semi-finals 
unbeaten. 

The Roses will now face 
Jamaica at the Coomera Indoor 
Sports Centre this Saturday at 
8am UK time. 

Harten beat the buzzer with an 
impressive turn-and-shoot as 
England finished the third 
quarter 40-34 in front. 

She capped a dazzling display 
with some slick skills in the 
closing stages as the Roses 
secured a famous triumph. 

“It felt really good, that was 
one of our goals coming in to the 
tournament to be top two in a 
major Games, being a top two,” 
said Harten 

“We’ve put a lot of work in to 
get to this level and it’s hard 
work that has paid off, so it’s a 
little bit of history achieved for 
us. 

“I had a little blip in the 
second quarter but those things 
happen in tight games and the 
girls helped me out of that, so 
we’re happy with our 
performance, and it’s onwards 
and upwards to the semi-final 
now. 

“I’ve played in the stadium a 
few times and I’m used to the 
crowd but it’s the intensity of 
training and playing in high 
level competitions that help you 
in those games.” 

Hawks leave 
Gate open 

HARLOW Town surrendered a 
half-time lead to fall to a 4-2 
defeat at play-off chasing 
Margate in the Bostik League 
Premier Division. 

Matt Foy struck twice in the 
first half on 13 and 32 minutes to 
put the Hawks in a commanding 
position, however, Margate came 
out firing in the second period to 
take a 4-2 lead within 30 minutes.

Margate were reduced to ten 
men after George Essuman was 
shown a second yellow, and 
despite Harlow using the extra 
man to put pressure on, the 
hosts saw out the game to keep 
up their push for promotion.
